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MEMBERS  of  the  College  are  asked  to  re- 
member, that,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Ontario  Temperance  Act,  the  College 
must  supply  the  License  Board  of  Ontario  with  a 
list  of  its  members,  with  their  addresses,  known 
to  be  resident  in  Ontario,  and  in  good  standing 
in  the  College. 


The  By-Laws  of  the  College  provide  that: — 

1.  Every  member  shall  obtain  from  the  Regis- 
trar annually  before  the  last  day  in  January  in 
each  year  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  Col- 
lege that  he  is  a  duly  registered  medical  practi- 
tioner. 

2.  No  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  prac- 
titioner who  is  indebted  to  the  College  for  any 
sums  payable  to  the  College,  nor  until  the  annual 
fee  for  such  certificate  is  paid. 

3.  Members  of  the  College,  absent  from  the 
Province  or  not  engaged  in  practice  therein,  dur- 
ing the  entire  currency  of  any  calendar  year,  are 
relieved  from  payment  of  annual  assessment 
fee  for  the  year  in  question,  provided  due  notice 
in  writing  be  given  to  the  Registrar  of  such  pro- 
posed absence  from  the  Province  or  withdrawal 
from  practice,  and  similar  notice  of  return  to  the 
Province,  or  resumption  of  practice. 


Two  dollar  drafts  are  sent  forward  early  in 
January  to  such  members  of  the  College  as  have 
expressed  a  wish  to  make  payment  through  the 
Bank.

Announcement  for  the  Academic  Year 
1922-1923 


"The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario"  is  the 
name  adopted  by  the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province  of  On- 
tario in  its  corporate  capacity.  Every  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioner  in  the  Province  is  a  member  of  this  College.  It  is  not 
an  institution  for  the  teaching  of  medicine. 

The  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario  was  first  incorporated 
under  this  name  l)y  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  Canada  passed  in  1866. 
This  Act  was  subsequently  repealed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario 
in  1869,  and  now  the  affairs  of  the  Profession  in  this  Province  are 
regulated  by  an  Act  passed  in  1874  (37  Vic,  Cap.  30),  commonly 
known  as  tlie  "Ontario  ]\ledical  Act",  and  further  amended  in 
1887,  1891,  1893,  1895,  1902,  1905,  1911-1915,  and  1918-1919. 

By  this  Act,  the  "Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario"  is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  bylaws 
for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  connected  with  medical  educa- 
tion ;  for  the  admission  and  enrolment  of  students  of  medicine ; 
for  determining  from  time  to  time  the  curriculum  of  the  studies 
to  be  pursued  by  them,  and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners, 
before  whom  all  candidates  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
before  they  can  be  enrolled  as  members  of  the  College,  and  thus 
be  legally  qualified  to  practise  their  profession  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

The  Council,  moreover,  has  power  and  authority  conferred 
upon  it  by  this  Act  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  practitioners  of 
medicine,  duly  qualified  in  other  countries,  may  be  admitted  as 
members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
this  being  the  only  mode  in  wliich  they  can  become  legally  entitled 
to  practise  their  profession  in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  students  of  medicine, 
the  Profession,  and  the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  conform- 
ity with  the  Ontario  ^ledical  Act,  hereby  promulgates  for  the  year 
1922-1923  the  Regulations  which  herein  follow,  repealing  all 
others  he-retofore  in  force. 


Regulations  for   1922-1923 

Every  one  who  desires  to  obtain  licentiate  standing  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  to  enable  him  to  practise  medicine  therein, 
must  comply  with  the  following  requirements:^ 

SECTION  T. 
Matriculation 

As  preliminary  to  entrance  upon  medical  studies  in  any  Med- 
ical College  or  University  recognized  by  this  College,  it  is  neces- 
sary for  any  one  who  so  enters  upon  such  studies,  and  who  pro- 
poses to  obtain  later  the  license  of  this  College  (except  as  herein- 
after provided),  to  satisfy  the  matriculation  requirements  of  this 
College. 

For  purposes  of  registration  of  matriculation  standing,  any 
one  of  the  following  credentials  will  be  accepted : 

1.  A  certificate  of  having  graduated  in  Arts  or  Science  in 
any  university  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  or  any  other  univer- 
sity approved  of  by  this  Council. 

2.  A  certificate  from  the  Kegistrar  of  any  chartered  Can- 
adian University  conducting  a  full  Arts  Course,  that  the  holder 
thereof  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year  in  Arts  by  such  university. 

3.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  Senior  Arts  matricula- 
tion conducted  by  any  chartered  university  of  Canada. 

4.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  joint  university  senioi 
matriculation  examination  in  Arts  as  conducted  by  the  Matri- 
culation Board  of  Ontario. 

5.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  joint  university  exam- 
ination for  junior  matriculation  in  Arts  conducted  by  the  Matric- 
ulation Board  of  Ontario. 

6.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  Junior  matriculation 
in  Arts,  conducted  by  any  Canadian  University  engaged  in  teach- 
ing medicine. 

The  qualifying  certificate  may  be  presented  personally  at  the 
Office  of  the  College,  or  may  be  sent  by  mail.  If,  upon  inspection 
in  the  office,  it  is  found  satisfactory,  it  will  be  returned  to  the 
applicant,  with  an  identification  declaration  form,  which,  when 
duly  executed,  will  need  to  be  sent  back  to  the  office,  together 
with  the  associated  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars,  when  the  applic- 
ant's standing  will  be  registered. 

SECTION  II. 
Curriculum 

1.  Every  student  who  enters  upon  the  study  of  medicine 
after  Sept.  1st,  1920,  must  spend  a  period  of  six  years  in  actual 
professional  studies,  except  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  the 
prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  six  sessions  of  thirty 
teaching  weeks  in  pach  session. 
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The  Registrar  of  this  College  shall  be  required  to  exact  from 
each  candidate  a  certificate  of  graduation  in  ]\Iedicine  from  his 
College  Registrar,  and  evidence"  that  he  has  attended  lectures  for 
a  full  term  of  thirty  weeks  in  each  session,  and  further  that  such 
certificates  must  show  that  the  candidate  has  attended  not  less 
than  eighty  per  cent  of  such  lectures,  including  hospital  and 
laboratory  work. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  Science  of  any  college  or  university 
recognized  by  the  Council  shall  be  permitted  to  present  themselves 
for  their  examination  in  five  years,  provided  that  during  such 
course  two  years  have  been  spent  in  the  course  of  physics,  chem- 
istry, biology,  and  physiology,  and  examinations  passed  in  these 
subjects  while  taking  said  university  course. 

3.  Every  student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  courses  in 
a  University,  College  or  School  of  Medicine  approved  of  by  the 
Council. 

A  course  of  thirty  teaching  weeks  shall  consist  of  at  least 
sixty  hours. 

A  course  of  fifteen  teaching  weeks  shall  consist  of  at  least 
thirty  hours. 

Biology — One  course   of   thirty  teaching  weeks. 

Physiological  Anatomy — One    course    of    thirty    teaching 
weeks. 

Anatomy — Two  courses  of  thirty  teaching  weeks  each  in  de- 
scriptive and  practical  anatomy. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  jirove  that  he  has  farefully  dissected 
the  entire  human  body. 

Medical    and    Surgical    Anatoiny — One    course    of    thirty 
teaching  weeks. 

Physiology — Two  courses  of  thirty  teaching  weeks  each. 
Histology — One   course   of   thirty   teaching   weeks. 
Embryology- — One  course  of  fifteen  teaching  weeks. 
Chemistry — Two   courses   of   thirty   teaching  weeks   each. 
Medical  Physics — One  course  of  thirty  teaching  weeks. 
Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy  and  Phannacology — One  course 
of  thirty-  teaching  weeks. 

Medicine — Three   courses   of  thirty   teaching   weeks   each. 
Clinical,  ^Medicine — Three  courses  of  tliirty  teaching  weeks 

each. 
Surgery — Three  courses  of  thirty  teaching  weeks  each. 
Clinical  Surgery — Three  courses  of  thirty  teaching  weeks 

each. 
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Midwifery — Two  courses  of  thirty  teaching  weeks  each,  and 
one  course  in  Clinical  Obstetrics,  which  shall  consist 
of  attendance  upon  not  less  than  ten  cases  of  labour. 

Gynaecology — Two  courses  of  thirty  teaching  wrecks  each. 

Pathology  and  Bacteriology — Three  courses  of  thirty  teach- 
ing weeks  each. 

Diseases  of  Children— One  course  of  thirty  teaching  weeks. 

Therapeutics,  Physio-Therapy  (including  Hydro-Therapy, 
Electro-Therapy,  Massage  and  Manipulative  treat- 
ment, X-Ray  and  Radio-Tlierapy) — One  course  of 
thirty  teaching  weeks. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat — Two  courses  of 
thirty  teaching  weeks  each. 

Hygiene  and  Preventive  Medicine — Two  courses  of  thirty 
teaching  weeks  each. 

Psychology — One  course  of  fifteen  teaching  wrecks. 
Psychiatry — One  course  of  fifteen  teaching  weeks. 
Every  student  must  serve  as  interne  in  a  recognized  hospital 
for  at  least  six  months. 

4.  Courses  prescribed  for  Homeopathic  students: 
Candidates  wishing  to  be  registered  as  Homeopathists  must 

conform  with  the  requirements  regarding  matriculation  as  found 
in  Section  1. 

Such  candidates  must  also  have  complied  with  the  full  curricu- 
lum of  studies  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Council  for  all 
medical  students,  but  the  full  time  of  attendance  upon  lectures  and 
hospitals  required  by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council  may  be  spent 
in  such  Homeopathic  Medical  Colleges  in  the  United  States  or 
Europe  as  may  be  recognized  by  a  majority  of  the  Homeopathic 
members  of  the  Council,  and  when  such  teaching  body  has  been 
established  in  Ontario,  it  shall  be  optional  for  such  candidates  to 
pursue  in  part  or  in  full  the  required  curriculum  in  Ontario. 

5.  Graduates  in  medicine  from  "recognized"  colleges  outside 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  regis- 
tration must  complete  fully  the  practical  and  clinical  curriculum 
required  by  the  Council,  and  shall  pass  before  the  examiners  ap- 
pointed by  the  council  all  the  examinations  hereinafter  prescribed. 

6.  Graduates  from  other  than  "recognized"  Colleges  outside 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  who  desire  to  qualify  for  registration  by 
examination  shall  submit  to  the  Executive  of  the  Council  their 
credentials  and  the  Executive  shall  have  power  to  decide  the  eligi- 
bility of  the  candidate.

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SECTION  III. 
Examinations — Date  and  Place,  and  requirements  of 

1.  There  shall  be  one  Examination  held  l)y  the  INIedical  Coun- 
cil, and  that  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  year  of  medical  study. 

2.  Every  applicant  for  this  examination  must  be  a  graduate 
of  an  approved  ^ledical  College,  and  must  present  certificates  of 
attendance  covering  a  period  of  six  years,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  2,  Section  II. 

3.  The  following  shall  be  the  subjects  for  said  examination: 

(1)  Medicine  and  Preventive  ^Medicine. 

(2)  Surgery. 

(3)  Obstetrics  and  Gj'nfecology. 

4.  The  examination  shall  consist  of  two  examinations  on  each 
subject:  (1)  "written"  and  (2)  "oral"  and  "clinical." 

5.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  marks  will  be  required  to  pass  in 
each  subject.  A  candidate  must  take  all  three  subjects  at  one 
examination,  but  he  will  only  be  required  to  pass  subsecpiently  on 
any  subject  or  subjects  upon  which  he  has  failed. 

6.  The  Annual  Examination  in  the  Spring  of  each  year  shall 
be  held  in  Toronto,  Kingston  and  London,  at  such  date  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  Annual  By-law.  There  shall  also  be  a  Supplemental 
Examination  in  the  P'all  of  each  year  held  only  in  the  City  of 
Toronto  for  candidates  who  failed  in  one  or  more  subjects  at  the 
Annual  Examination. 

7.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined  l)y  the  Homeopathic 
Examiners  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the  Registrar  at  least 
two  weeks  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  examinations,  due 
notice  of  which  must  be  given  to  examiner  by  Registrar.  Homeo- 
pathic students  are  to  be  examined  by  examiners  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  Homeopathic  members  of  the  Council. 

8.  The  Fall  Examination  for  1922  begins  at  nine  o'clock  in 
tlic  morning  of  Tuesday,  November  7th. 

9.  The  Spring  Examination  for  1923  begins  on  Tuesday, 
June  5th. 

SECTION  IV. 

Examinations — Duties  of  Registrar  and  Board  of  Examiners. 

Rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  Registrar  and  the  Board  of 
Examiners : 

1.  The  Registrar  or  a  deputy  Registrar  must  be  present  at 
every  examination,  and  each  student  must  produce  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  Registrar  or  Deputy  Registrar  of  his  identity. 
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2.  At  the  end  of  each  written  examination  upon  any  subject 
the  answers  to  the  questions  are  to  be  handed  by  the  candidates  to 
the  Registrar,  who  will  open  the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are  here- 
inafter directed  to  ])e  enclosed,  and  to  each  set  of  papers  affix  a 
innnber  by  which  the  author  will  be  known  to  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners during  the  examination.  The  Registrar  will  then  deliver  the 
papers  to  those  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by 
tlie  Council  to  examine  upon  the  subject,  upon  which  these  candi- 
dates have  just  been  writing. 

3.  The  papers  when  delivered  to  the  memliers  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  on  the  subject, 
are  to  be  by  them  examined,  and  the  relative  value  of  answers 
marked  by  means  of  numbers  on  a  blank  form  which  will  1)e  fur- 
nished to  them  by  the  Registrar. 

4.  The  percentage  in  all  subjects  of  the  Professional  Exam- 
inations shall  range  from  0  to  100,  of  Avhich  sixty  per  cent,  will  be 
required  to  pass  in  each  subject. 

5.  The  value  awarded  by  the  Examiners  to  the  answers  of 
candidates  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  final; 
and  is  not  subject  to  revision. 

6.  In  the  event  of  any  alterations  or  erasures  in  the  marks  of 
a  paper,  or  of  any  question  in  a  paper,  the  same  shall  be  initialed 
by  both  Examiners. 

The  Examiners  shall,  on  completion  of  their  work,  con- 
jointly certify  to  the  schedule  of  marks  and  books.  Their  report, 
including  schedule  of  marks  and  books,  completed  and  duly  cer- 
tified, shall  be  final,  and  shall  forthwith  be  filed  with  the  Regis- 
trar. 

8.  The  Examiner  shall  return  the  schedule  to  the  Registrar, 
with  values  inserted,  Avithin  fifteen  days  of  the  close  of  examin- 
ations on  his  subject.  From  these  values  a  general  schedule  shall 
be  prepared  by  a  chartered  accountant  associated  with  the  Regis- 
trar, "which  schedule  shall  be  inspected  and  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent before  the  results  are  announced. 

9.  The  Registrar,  in  notifying  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners,  will  direct  attention  to  the  following  instructions,  a 
copy  of  which  he  shall  enclose. 

(a)  In  pi'eparation  nf  (jucslions  Examiners  Avill  confine 
themselves  to  the  iJi'iiiciplcs  coinmon  to  llic  standai'd  t('xt-l)0()ks. 

(b)  In  referring  to  diseases  or  oi)erati()ns  of  any  kind,  tlie 
name  of  such  disease  or  operation  most  commonly  in  use  must  be 
employed,  and  the  Examiners  sliall  refrain  as  far  as  possible  from 
the  use  of  proper  names  and  ambiguous  questions. 
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(c)  In  the  preparation  of  the  paper,  opposite  each  ques- 
tion shall  be  placed  tlie  value  of  a  full  and  correct  answer  thereof 
— the  whole  of  such  numbers  to  amount  to  100. 

(d)  In  the  reading  of  papers  the  Examiners  shall  mark  in 
colored  pencil  what  they  regard  as  the  numerical  value  of  the 
answers  given  for  each  question  opposite  the  same. 

(e)  The  oral  and  clinical  examinations  are  to  be  made  as 
practical,  demonstrative  or  clinical  as  possible,  and  shall  occupy 
at  least  thirty  minutes. 

(f )  Candidates  shall  be  known  to  the  Examiners  by  num- 
bers only. 

(g)  There  shall  be  two  examiners  in  each  subject  who 
shall  conjointly  set  and  examine  each  paper  and  conjointly  exam- 
ine the  student  in  the  "Oral  and  Clinical"  Examination. 

When  the  number  of  Candidates  for  Examination  exceeds 
one  hundred,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  select  from  the  list 
of  Examiners  recommended  by  the  Education  Committee  and 
a]i]n*oved  by  the  Council,  a  sufficient  number  of  Examiners  to 
complete  the  Examination  in  not  more  than  two  weeks. 

(h)  In  the  event  of  any  alteration  or  erasures  in  the 
marks  of  a  paper,  or  of  any  question  in  a  paper,  the  same  shall  be 
initialed  by  both  examiners. 

(i)  The  Examiners  shall  meet  at  the  close  of  the  examin- 
ation for  consultation  and  consideration  of  reports  before  these 
are  forwarded  to  the  Registrar.  The  Examiners  shall,  on  the  com- 
pletion of  their  work,  conjointly  certify  to  the  schedules  of  marks 
and  books.  Their  report,  including  schedules  of  marks  and  books 
completed  and  duly  certified,  shall  be  final,  and  shall  forthwith 
be  filed  with  the  Registrar. 

10.  Candidates  for  oral  examinations  will  be  divided  into 
classes  alphabetically,  and  notified  of  the  time  at  which  they 
shall  present  themselves  for  examination.  Such  students  shall 
Avait  in  an  adjoining  room,  and  appear  before  the  Examiners  when 
summoned. 

11.  The  Exai-iiners  in  each  subject  shall  meet  at  a  conven- 
ient point  to  prepare  the  examination  papers,  and  shall  send  each 
paper  to  the  Registrar  by  registered  mail  at  least  two  weeks  be- 
fore the  date  of  examination.  (The  Examiners  shall  approve  of 
the  proofs  before  printing.) 

12.  As  no  appeal  is  now  permitted  from  the  findings  of  the 
Board,  the  President,  Avith  the  Vice-President  as  his  alternate, 
shall  attend  the  usual  meeting  held  by  the  Board  of  Examiners 
preparatory  to  handing  in  the  Schedule  of  Examination  Marks  to 
the  Registrar  for  consultation  and  consideration  of  said  Schedule 
with  the  Examiners. 
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SECTION  V. 
Examinations — Rules  for  Candidates  in  the  Examination  Hall 

1.  Each  candidate  shall  receive  from  the  Registrar  a  pro- 
gramme containing  a  list  of  subjects  upon  wliich  the  candidate 
is  to  be  examined,  and  it  will  admit  him  to  the  examination  hall 
during  the  progress  of  the  examination  upon  such  subjects,  but  at 
no  other  time. 

2.  Candidates  must  write  the  ansAvers  to  the  question  given 
by  the  Examiners  legibly  and  neatly  upon  one  side  of  each  page 
of  a  book,  which  will  be  furnished  to  each  candidate,  and  the  num- 
ber of  each  question,  as  it  appears  in  the  examination  paper,  is  to 
be  put  at  the  head  of  the  answer  to  it,  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
have  the  first  page  facing  outward  to  the  view ;  the  papers  then 
to  be  folded  once  and  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  on  the  outside  of 
which  each  candidate  is  to  write  his  name.  The  packet  is  then 
to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar  or  his  Deput3^  No  signature,  num- 
ber or  sign,  by  which  the  writer  could  be  recognized  by  the  Ex- 
aminer, is  to  be  written  or  marked  on  any  portion  of  the  book  to 
be  enclosed  in  the  envelope. 

3.  The  questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the  Homeopathic  sub- 
jects will  be  handed,  at  the  beginning  of  the  general  examination 
on  the  same  subject,  by  the  Registrar  or  Deputy,  to  such  can- 
didates as  shall  have  given  him  notice  in  accordance  with  Sec- 
tion HI.,  sub-sec.  7. 

They  shall  write  the  answers  to  these  questions  in  the  same 
hall  with  the  other  candidates,  and  hand  their  papers,  when 
finished,  to  the  Registrar  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for 
other  candidates,  to  be  by  him  given  for  examination  to  the 
Homeopathic  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  to 
examine  on  that  subject. 

4.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  hall  after  the 
questions  are  given  out,  until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

5.  No  one  shall  be  allowed  in  the  hall  during  the  hours  of 
examination,  except  those  who  are  actually  undergoing  examin- 
ation, or  members  of  the  Council  or  officials  connected  therewith. 

6.  Any  candidate  who  may  have  brought  any  book  or  refer- 
ence paper  into  the  hall  must  deposit  it  with  the  Registrar  before 
the  examination  begins. 

7.  Candidates  must  not  communicate  with  each  other  while 
examinations  are  going  on  by  writing,  signs,  words,  or  in  any 
manner  whatever. 

8.  Candidates  must  at  all  limes  bear  themselves  toward  the 
Registrar  or  Deputy  and  Examiners  witli  the  utmost  deference 
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and  respect ;  and  they  will  not  be  permitted  in  any  manner  to 
manifest  approbation  or  disapprobation  of  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  dnring-  the  progress  of  the  examination. 

9.  Candidates  must  not  only  conduct  themselves  with  de- 
corum w^hile  an  examination  is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held 
strictly  responsible  for  any  impropriety  of  conduct  during  the 
whole  progress  both  of  the  written  and  the  oral  examinations. 

10.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules  will  lead  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  candidate  who  is  guilty  of  it  for  the  remainder  of  the 
examination ;  and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for  any  examination 
papers  which  may  have  been  handed  to  the  Registrar  or  Deputy 
previous  to  his  being  detected  in  such  misconduct. 

11.  And  he  may  be  debarred  from  further  privileges  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Council. 


SECTION  VI. 

Reg-istration  of  British  Medical  Practitioners 

Registration  in  the  Register  of  The  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  confers  the  right  to  practise  medicine,  sur- 
gery and  midwifery  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  under  the  provis- 
ions of  The  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

It  is  necessary  according  to  the  provisions  of  The  Ontario 
Medical  Act  and  Regulations  of  the  Council  of  The  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  passed  in  accordance  there- 
with, that  any  person  applying  to  be  registered  as  a  British  Medi- 
cal Practitioner  should  produce  to  the  Registrar  documents  or 
certificates  as  follows : 

1.  A  certificate  that  the  applicant  is  duly  registered  in  the 
Medical  Register  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland.  (This  certificate  is  obtained  from  the  Registrar  of  the 
British  Medical  Council.) 

2.  Satisfactory  evidence  of  identity. 

3.  Satisfactory  evidence  of  good  character. 

4.  Satisfactory  evidence  that  diploma  or  diplomas  in  respect 
of  which  the  applicant  was  registered  in  the  Medical  Register  of 
the  United  Kingdom  was  or  were  granted  to  him  at  a  time  when 
he  was  not  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  or  in  the  course 
of  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years,  during  the  whole  of  which 
he  resided  out  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
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5.  The  documents  and  tlie  prescribed  fee  (one  liiindred  dol- 
lars) should,  too-ether  Avitli  the  enclosed  forms  duly  filled  in,  l)e 
transmitted  to  the  address  set  forth  hereunder :

6.  Evidence  must  be  submitted  that  the  applicant  has  been 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  Medicine  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

SECTION  VII. 
MEDICAL  COUNCIL  OF  CANADA 

Registration  of  Licentiates  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada 

Licentiates  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  can  register 
their  standing  in  the  various  Provinces  of  Canada,  and  acquire 
by  virtue  of  such  registration  the  right  to  engage  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  any  Province  in  Avhicli  they  may  choose  to  register, 
subject  only  to  local  Medical  Council  requirements. 

The  requirements  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario,  to  permit  of  such  registration,  call  for  production  of 
official  certificate  from  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  of  licen- 
tiate standing  therein,  evidence  of  good  character,  and  payment 
of  fee  of  seventy-five  dollars. 

^Medical  students,  proposing  to  ultimately  acquire  the 
license  of  the  ]\Iedical  Council  of  Canada  by  examination,  are  ad- 
vised to  bear  in  mind,  that,  with  a  view  to  being  permitted  to  be- 
come candidates  for  such  examination,  they  must  furnish  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  an  official  certificate 
issued  by  one  of  the  Provincial  Medical  Councils,  that  they  have 
fully  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the 
Province  in  question,  as  to  matriculation  standing,  and  as  to  pos- 
session of  a  degree  in  medicine  from  a  University  or  Medical  Col- 
lege approved  by  the  Medical  Council  in  question. 

They  are  further  advised  to  remember,  if  they  propose  to 
obtain  such  a  certificate  (technically  known  as  an  "enabling  cer- 
tificate") in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  that  they  must  register 
their  matriculation  standing  (of  whatever  nature  and  wherever 
obtained)  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
tario, before  they  enter  upon  their  medical  studies  in  any  Uni- 
versity or  Medical  College.  (The  matriculation  requirements  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  will  be  found 
set  out  in  detail  on  page  12  of  the  Annual  Announcement.) 

The  fee  associated  with  rc^isti'atioii  of  matricuhitioii  in  On- 
tario is  tAventy-five  doHars.  This  fee  is  ncxci-.  under  any  cir- 
cumstances refunded. 
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The  fee  associated  with  the  issuing  of  an  enabling  certificate 
is  also  twenty-five  dollars.  A  refund  of  twenty  dollars  of  this 
amount  is  made  in  those  eases  in  which  students  who  have  paid  the 
twenty-five  dollar  fee  for  the  enabling  certificate,  and  who  have 
later  obtained  licentiate  standing  in  the  Medical  Council  of  Can- 
ada, register  the  same  at  some  later  date  in  Ontario,  with  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

(Full  information  as  to  requirements  of  the  Medical  Council 
of  Canada  can  be  had,  by  making  application  to  Dr.  K.  W. 
Powell,  Registrar,  Medical  Council  of  Canada,  180  Cooper  Street, 
Ottawa,  from  whom  also  must  be  obtained  the  blank  enabling 
certificate  forms,  to  be  filled  in  by  the  Registrar  of  a  Provincial 
Council.) 


SECTION  VIII. 
Fees

(This  fee  is  due  and  payable  on  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  calendar  year,  and  covers  the  calen- 
dar year  in  question.  The  payment  of  this  fee,  which 
is  imposed  annually  upon  every  member  of  the  Col- 
lege, under  By-law  of  the  Council,  is  a  sine  qua  non 
of  good  standing  in  the  College.  No  member  can  claim 
recognition  as  such  before  the  Courts  of  Law  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  to  whom  the  Annual  Certificate, 
representing  the  paynuMit  of  this  fee,  has  not  been 
issued.) 

(d)  Fee  payable  by  licentiates  of  the  Medical 

Council  of  Great  Britain,  who  ask  to  be  re- 
gistered as  licentiates  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  $100.00 

(e)  Fee  payable  by  licentiates  of    the     Canada 

Medical  Council,  Avho  ask  to  be  registered 
as  licentiates  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  $75.00 
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(f)  Fee  payable  by  licentiates  of  the  College,  for 
Official  Certificate,  indicating  the  date  of 
their  registration  with  the  College,  and  of 
their  being  in  good  standing  in  the  College  at 
the  time  of  the  issuing  of  the  Certificate,  for 
presentation  to  the  Canada  Medical  Council. 
(This  applies  equally  to  those  licentiates  who 
propose  offering  themselves  for  examination 
before  the  Canada  Medical  Council,  and  those 
licentiates  of  not  less  than  ten  years'  stand- 
ing, who  seek  registration  with  the  Canada 
Medical  Council,  without  examination.)  $5.00 

(g)  Fee  payable  by  matriculants  of  the  College, 
who  ask  for  ofBcial  enabling  certificate  to  permit 
them  to  appear  before  the  ]\ledieal  Council  of 
Canada  for  examination  .$25.00 

(A  refund  of  twenty  dollars  is  made  to  those  matriculants  of 
tlie  College,  who  have  paid  the  twenty-five  dollar  fee  for  such 
enabling  certificate,  and  who  later  become  licentiates  of  the  Col- 
lege, either  by  passing  its  examinations,  or  by  registration  Avith  it 
of  Canada  Medical  Council  licentiate  standing.) 

(h)  Fee  payable  by  matriculants  or  licentiates  of 
the  College,  for  certificate  of  standing  in  the 
College,  for  presentation  to  State  Medical  Ke- 
gistration  Boards  in  the  United  States  $25.00 

2.  All  fees  must  be  paid  in  lawful  money  of  Canada,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  College.  The  Office  of  the  College  is  at  170  Uni- 
versity Avenue,  Toronto.  Payments  may  be  made  in  person  or  by 
mail. 

3.  Examination  fees  to  accompany  application  form  of  can- 
didates for  examination,  and  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar 
not  less  than  two  Aveeks  before  the  date  set  for  the  beginning  of 
the  examinations. 

4.  No  candidate  Avill  l)e  admitted  to  any  examination  until 
the  fee  for  such  examination  is  paid  in  full. 

5.  Candidates  who  have  failed  in  any  professional  examin- 
ation in  one  or  more  subjects  will  be  alloAved  to  take  the  next 
ensuing  Spring  examination,  without  payment  of  further  fee,  but 
any  Supplenu'iital  Examination  taking  ])lace  in  the  Fall  calls  for 
tlie  ])ayment  of  a   fee  of  twenty-five   doHars   ($25.00). 

6.  If  a  membership  diploma  is  accidentally  destroyed,  it 
may  be  replaced,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council  or  Executive 
Committee,  upon  ])resentation  of  statutorj'  declaration  as  to  man- 
ner of  its  destruction,  and  payment  of  cost  of  replacement.

BY-LAWS 

By-Law  No.  1. 

In  the  following  by-laws,  unless  there   be   something   in   the 
subject  or  context  inconsistent  therewith,  the  words : 

1.  "The  Council"  shall  mean  "the  IMedical  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario." 

2.  "Member"  shall  mean  "Member  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario." 

3.  "The  College"  shall  mean  "the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario." 


By-Law  No.  2. 

Elections 


1.  (a)  In  the  event  that  an  election  shall  require  to  be  held 
for  the  election  of  a  new  Council  or  to  fill  a  vacanc.y  caused  by  the 
death,  resignation  or  disqualification  of  any  member  elected  from 
a  territorial  division  to  the  Council,  the  Registrar  shall  send  to  all 
members  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  (except  those  registered  as 
Homeopathic  members)  a  circular  letter  stating  that  an  election 
will  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  new  Council  or  to  fill  such 
vacancy  (as  the  case  may  be),  that  nominations  will  be  received 
within  thirty  days  after  the  date  on  which  such  circular  letter  shall 
be  mailed,  and  that  nomination  by  twenty  members  entitled  to  vote 
is  necessary  to  render  a  candidate  eligible  for  election. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  an  election  of  a  new  Council  the  Registrar 
shall  advertise  in  the  medical  journals  published  in  Toronto  (for 
a  period  of  thirty  days  after  the  date  on  which  Ihe  said  circular 
letter  shall  be  mailed)  the  fact  that  elections  for  the  Council  are  to 
be  held,  stating  the  last  date  on  which  nominations  will  l)e  re- 
ceived, jind  th«>  apju'oxiiimte  time  of  holding  the  elections. 
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2.  Tn  the  event  of  only  one  eandidate  being  nominated  in  any- 
territorial  division,  the  Registrar  shall  notify  him  that  he  has  been 
duly  elected  a  member  of  the  Council,  but  if  more  than  one  candi- 
date eligible  for  election  is  nominated,  the  Council,  or  the  Executive 
Committee,  or  (in  the  absence  of  an  appointment  so  made)  the 
Registrar  on  the  recommendation  of  such  Executive  Committee 
shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  College,  resident  in  such  division, 
to  act  as  returning  officer,  and  shall  mail  to  all  registered  members 
entitled  to  vote  (except  those  registered  as  Homeopathic  members) 
a  voting  paper  and  circular  letter  of  instructions,  which  shall  be 
similar  to  the  forms  set  out  in  Schedules  "A"  and  "B"  respectively 
appended  to  this  by-law.  Such  voting  paper  duly  filled  out  must 
reach  the  returning  officer  on  or  before  the  first  juridical  day  after 
the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  following  the  mailing  thereof  by  the 
Registrar. 

3.  The  returning  officer  shall,  on  the  day  and  time  stated  in 
the  circular  letter  of  instructions  and  not  prior  thereto,  open  the 
envelopes,  carefully  count  and  examine  the  voting  papers,  make  a 
record  of  the  entire  number  of  votes  cast,  and  of  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  who 
shall  be  declared  elected  as  the  representative  of  the  division,  and 
in  case  two  or  more  candidates  receive  an  equality  of  votes  the  re- 
turning officer  shall  give  the  casting  vote  for  one  of  such  candi- 
dates which  shall  decide  the  election. 

4.  The  returning  officer  shall  permit  all  or  any  of  the  candi- 
dates in  the  division  or  their  agents  duly  appointed  and  authorized 
in  writing  to  act  on  their  behalf  to  be  present  when  the  envelopes  are 
opened  and  the  votes  counted,  and  to  examine  all  voting  papers  to 
satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  voting  papers  being  properly  filled  up, 
and  that  the  persons  signing  the  voting  papers  are  duly  registered 
members  of  the  College  and  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election. 

5.  (a)  The  returning  officer  shall  seal  up  and  return  all 
voting  papers  connected  with  the  election  to  the  Registrar  within 
six  days  from  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the  election. 

(b)  The  returning  officer  shall  return  all  envelopes  con- 
taining voting  papers,  received  after  the  date  and  hour  mentioned 
in  circular  letter  of  instructions  to  the  Registrar,  unopened  and 
marked  "too  late."  Such  envelopes  shall  bear  his  stamp  as  return- 
ing officer  of  the  division. 

6.  The  Registrar,  on  receiving  declaration  from  the  return- 
ing officer,  declaring  a  candidate  has  received  the  largest  number 
of  votes  in  the  division,  shall  forthwith  inform  the  candidate  de- 
clared elected  that  he  has  been  chosen  to  represent  said  division  in 
the  IMedical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario,  and  the  Registrar  shall  inform  each  member  so  elected  of 
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the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  after  the  said 
election  shall  have  taken  place. 

7.  At  the  said  meeting  of  the  Council  the  Registrar  shall 
submit  all  the  papers  and  documents  sent  to  him  by  the  returning 
officer  or  officers  (as  the  case  may  be). 

8.  The  fee  for  the  returning  officer  for  each  election  shall  be 
twenty-five  dollars.

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By-Law  No.  3 

Election  of  Homeopathic  ]\Iembers 

1.  This  by-laAV  shall  apply  only  to  the  election  of  the  Homeo- 
pathic ^Members  of  the  ]\Iedical  Council. 

2.  In  the  event  that  an  election  shall  require  to  be  held  for 
the  election  of  a  new  Council  the  Registrar  shall  send  to  every  regis- 
tered Homeopathic  member  of  the  College  a  circular  letter  stating 
that  an  election  will  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  new 
Council,  and  that  nominations  will  be  received  Avithin  thirty  days 
after  the  date  on  which  such  circular  letter  shall  be  mailed.  InThe 
event  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  Council 
representing  the  Practitioners  of  the  Homeopathic  System  of  Medi- 
cine, the  remaining  representatives  of  the  Homeopathic  System  in 
the  Council  may  fill  such  vacancy  by  selecting  from  amongst  the 
duly  registered  Practitioners  in  Homeopathy  a  person  to  fill  the 
said  vacancy. 

3.  In  the  event  of  only  five  candidates  being  nominated  for 
the  new  C-ouncil  (or  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy,  one  candidate)  the 
Registrar  shall  notif}^  them  that  they  have  been  duly  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  but  if  more  than  tive  candidates  eligible  for 
election  are  nominated  (or  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy,  one  candidate) 
the  Registrar  shall  act  as  returning  officer,  and  shall  mail  to  every 
registered  Homeopathic  meml)er  of  the  College  a  voting  paper  and 
circular  letter  of  instructions  which  shall  be  similar  in  form  to  those 
set  out  in  Schedules  "A"  and  "B"  respectively  appended  to  this 
by-law. 

4.  Such  voting  paper  duly  filled  out  must  reach  the  Registrar 
on  or  before  the  first  juridical  day  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen 
days  from  the  mailing  thereof  by  the  Registrar. 

5.  The  Registrar  shall  on  the  day  and  time  stated  in  the  circu- 
lar letter  of  instructions,  and  not  prior  thereto,  open  the  envelopes, 
carefully  count  and  examine  the  voting  papers,  count  the  votes, 
make  a  record  of  the  votes  cast,  and  inform  by  letter  the  five  candi- 
dates (or  in  the  case  of  an  election  to  a  vacancy,  one  candidate) 
having  the  largest  number  of  votes,  that  they  are  elected  as  the 
Homeopathic  representatives  on  the  Council.  The  Registrar  shall, 
after  carefully  counting  the  votes  contained  in  the  envelopes,  seal 
up  the  voting  papers  and  all  other  documents,  etc.,  sent  to  him  con- 
nected with  such  election,  and  present  them  to  the  Council  at  its 
next  meeting. 

6.  No  voting  paper  shall  be  counted  that  is  not  properly  filled 
out  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the  circular 
letter  accomi)anyiiig  the  voting  paper  despatched  to  the  voter.  . 
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7.  The  Registrar  shall  permit  any  candidate,  or  his  agent 
duly  appointed  and  authorized  in  writing,  to  act  on  his  l)ehalf,  to 
be  present  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  and  to  satisfy  himself  as 
to  the  voting  papers  being  properly  filled  up,  and  that  the  persons 
signing  the  voting  papers  are  duly  registered  members  of  the  Col- 
lege and  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election.

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By-Law  No.  4. 
Meetings 

1.  The  Council  shall  hold  one  session  annually  in  the  City 
of  Toronto,  eommeneino-  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  June  of  each  year 
at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any  time  convene  a  spe- 
cial session. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  convene  a  special 
session  upon  the  written  requisition  of  at  least  one-half  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council. 

4.  Any  such  requisition,  and  the  notice  calling  any  special 
session,  shall  specify  the  object  of  the  meeting.  The  requisition 
shall  be  signecl  by  the  members  making  the  same,  and  shall  be 
deposited  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar.  It  may  consist  of  several 
documents  in  like  form,  each  signed  by  one  or  more  of  the  requisi- 
tionists.  The  session  must  be  convened  for  the  purpose  specified  in 
the  requisition  and  in  the  notice  calling  the  meeting,  and  only  such 
business  as  is  mentioned  in  the  notice  calling  such  special  session 
shall  be  transacted  thereat. 

5.  In  case  the  President,  for  fourteen  days  after  the  deposit  of 
such  requisition,  fails  to  give  notice  of  the  special  session,  the 
requisitionists  may  themselves  give  notice  of  the  meeting  which 
shall  be  held  within  six  wrecks  after  the  deposit  of  the  requisition 
therefor. 

6.  Special  sessions  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as 
shall  be  mentioned  in  the  notice  calling  the  same. 


By-Law  No.  5 
Officers 

1.  The  Officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Registrar,  Treasurer,  Public  Prosecutor,  Auditor,  and 
Solicitor,  and  such  others  as  the  Council  may  deem  necessary, 

2.  Except  as  provided  in  Article  4  the  President  shall  pre- 
side at  all  sessions.  In  his  absence  the  Vice-President  shall  take 
the  chair,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  these  officers,  the  members 
of  the  Council  then  present  shall  choose  some  one  of  their  number 
as  Chairman. 

3.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  all  committees,  standing  and  special,  except  the  Committee 
on  Discipline  and  the  Executive  Committee. 
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4.  The  Re^i'lstrar  sliall  funiisli  upon  request  information  on 
any  sulijeet  within  l)is  jurisdiction  to  the  Council,  or  any  of  the 
("oinmittees.  He  shall  make  report  to  the  Council  of  the  conduct 
of  his  office,  and  shall  perform  all  duties  imposed  upon  hira  by 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act  and  the  By-laws  of  the  Council,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Council. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues,  receive  and  account 
for  all  moneys  due  to  the  College,  pay  out  moneys  only  upon 
cheques  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President,  or  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer. 

6.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  College  a  bond  in  amount 
and  form  satisfactory  to  the  Council,  and  the  premium  thereon 
shall  be  paid  by  the  College. 

7.  The  Registrar.  Treasurer  and  Public  Prosecutor  may  re- 
tire from  their  offices  by  giving  one  month's  notice  in  writing  of 
their  intention  so  to  do,  and  such  resignation,  if  accepted,  shall 
take  effect  upon  expiration  of  such  notice. 

The  Council  Avhen  requiring  to  dispense  with  their  services 
shall  give  to  these  three  ot^cers  one  month's  notice  in  writing  of 
their  intention  so  to  do,  or  one  month's  salarv  in  lieu  of  notice. 


By-LaW'  No.  6. — Proceeding  at  ]Meetings 
Organization. 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  Council  the  Registrar 
shall  call  the  Council  to  order,  read  over  the  names  of  members, 
and  request  it  to  elect  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  upon  the 
reception  and  adoption  of  the  Committee's  Report  the  Registrar 
shall  call  upon  the  Council  to  elect  a  President. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot.  Where  three  or 
more  candidates  are  nominated,  unless  one  nominee  receives  a 
majority  on  the  first  ballot,  the  caiulidate  receiving  the  lowest 
vote  sliall  drop  out  and  l)alloting  continue  until  one  candidate 
receives  a  clear  majority. 

3.  The  first  business  of  the  annual  session,  after  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Council,  shall  be  tlie  election  of  officers  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Committee  to  nominate  the  standing  committees. 
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Orders  of  the  Day. 

4.  The  general  order  of  business  for  the  day  shall  be  as 
follows : 

(a)  Calling  names  of  members  and  marking  them  as  present 
or  absent. 

(b)  Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

(e)  Reading  of  communications,  petitions,  etc. 

(d)  Reception  of  reports  of  committees. 

(e)  Notices  of  motion. 

(f)  Motions  of  which  notice  has  been  given  at  a  previous 
meeting. 

(g)  Inquiries. 

(h)    Consideration  of  Reports. 

(i)   laifinished  business  from  previous  meeting. 

(j)   Miscellaneous  business. 

All  resolutions  and  reports  must  be  taken  up  as  they  appear 
in  the  Order  of  the  Day,  and  no  variation  of  the  foregoing  order 
of  business  shall  be  permitted,  except  by  consent  of  the  Council. 

Rules  of  Order. 

5.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  he  shall 
rise  in  his  place  and  address  the  presiding  officer,  confining  him- 
self to  the  question  under  debate. 

6.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the 
presiding  officer  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

7.  No  member,  Avhile  speaking,  shall  be  interrupted  by  an- 
other, except  upon  a  point  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explan- 
ation. The  member  so  rising  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the 
point  of  order,  or  the  explanation. 

8.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules,  the  presiding  officer  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to 
order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 

9.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  any  motion, 
except^the  proposer  thereof,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply,  nor 
shall  any  member  speak  longer  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  on  the 
same  question  without  the  permission  of  the  Council,  except  in 
explanation,  and  he  must  then  not  introduce  new  matter. 

10.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  require  the  question 
under  discussion  to  be  read  at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so 
as  to  interrupt  the  speaker. 
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n.  AVlicii  the  iiifittcf  imdor  consideration  contains  distinct 
propositions,  under  the  request  of  any  member  the  vote  upon  each 
proposition  shall  be  taken  separately. 

12.  Xo  member  shall  speak  to  any  question  after  the  same 
lias  Ix'cn  put  by  the  presiding  officer. 

L"5.  Notices  shall  be  given  of  all  motions  for  introducing 
new  matters  other  than  matters  of  privilege  and  petitions  at  a 
previous  meeting  to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for  discussion,  un- 
less dispensed  with  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 
Any  matter  when  once  decided  by  the  Council  shall  not  be  rein- 
troduced during  that  session,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  A'ote  of  the 
Council  then  present. 

14.  A  motion  must  be  put  in  writing  and  seconded  before  it 
is  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  and  then  shall  be  disposed  of 
only  bj'  a  A'ote  of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover,  by  permission  of 
the  Council,  withdraAvs  it.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  un- 
less excused  by  the  Council. 

15.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  session  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  shall  be  read,  approved  and  signed  by  the  presiding 
officer. 

16.  In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  rules,  resort  shall 
be  had  to  the  procedure  of  Parliament. 

17.  The  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all  motions  and  re- 
ports on  the  table  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  received, 
Avhich  shall  be  considered  under  the  heading  "General  Orders  of 
the  Day." 

18.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum 
during  each  session  of  the  Council,  and  protect  the  members  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  and  privileges.  He  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  giving  his  reasons  for  such  decision,  and  cit- 
ing the  rule  applicable  to  the  case,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Council,  and  in  case  of  an  appeal  it  shall  be  put  by  the  pre- 
siding officer  in  the  following  words:  "Shall  the  chair  be  sus- 
tained?" 

19.  All  questions  of  order  upon  which  an  appeal  has  been 
made  from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  decided 
by  a  direct  vote  of  the  Council  Avithout  debate. 

20.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes,  l)ut,  if  any 
members  demand  it,  such  presiding  officer,  without  further  de- 
bate on  the  question,  shall  recpiire  the  members  voting  in  the  af- 
firmative and  negative,  respectively,  to  stand  until  they  are 
counted,  and  he  shall  then  declare  the  result.  At  the  request  of 
anv  two  members  the  veas  and  navs  shall  be  taken  aiul  recorded. 


21.  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  give  any  other  than  a 
casting  vote,  but  may  express  his  opinion  on  any  subject  under 
debate. 

22.  The  presiding  officer  shall  consider  a  motion  to  adjourn 
as  ahvays  in  order ;  but  no  second  motion  to  the  same  effect  shall 
be  made  until  after  some  intermediate  business  has  been  trans- 
acted.   This  motion  must  be  put  without  debate. 

23.  No  motion  except  to  adjourn  shall  be  introduced  unless 
it  be  written  in  ink  and  contains  the  names  of  the  mover  and 
seconder. 

24.  Every  motion  shall  be  read  by  the  mover,  standing  in 
his  place ;  it  shall  then  be  handed  to  the  presiding  officer,  who 
shall  read  and  submit  it  to  the  Council. 

25.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  other  motion  shall 
be  entertained  except  a  motion  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone, 
or  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  or 
for  adjournment,  which  last  shall  always  be  in  order  except  when 
the  Council  is  in  Committee  of  the  AVliole. 

26.  Amendments,  whether  in  Committee  or  in  Council,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  vote  before  the  original  motion,  in  the  reverse 
order  in  which  they  are  moved. 

27.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question. 

28.  A  motion  to  postpone  shall  include  a  day  to  be  named 
for  the  further  consideration  of  the  question. 

29.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  taken  without  de- 
bate;  when  it  prevails  the  subject  matter  shall  not  be  revived 
during  the  session  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Council. 

30.  The  "previous  question"  until  it  is  decided  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question,  and  shall  be  put, 
without  debate,  in  the  following  words:  "Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put?''  If  this  motion  be  resolved  in  the  affirmative,  the 
original  question  is  to  be  put  forthwith,  without  amendments  or 
debate. 

31.  Whenever  the  Presiding  officer  shall  consider  that  a  mo- 
tion before  the  Council  is  contrary  to  the  By-laws  or  inconsist- 
ent with  the  report  or  other  matter  to  which  it  was  intended  to 
refer,  it  shall  he  his  duty  to  rule  it  out  of  order. 

By-Law  No.  7 
Committees. 

1.     The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  the  following: 

(a)  Registration,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(b)  Education,   consisting   of  nine  members. 

(c)  Finance,  consisting  of  five  members. 
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(d)  Rules  and  Regulations,  consisting  of  six  members. 

(e)  On  Complaints,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(f)  On  Printing  and  Property,  consisting  of  three  members. 
And  the  following  Statutory  Committees : 

(g)  Executive,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(h)     On  Discipline,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  members. 

2.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  any  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  jirovided  the  said  quorum  be  not  less  than  three 
members. 

3.  When  a  committee  presents  its  Report  it  shall  be  receiv- 
ed without  motion  or  debate.  On  reaching  the  order  of  business 
"The  Consideration  of  Reports,"  the  reports  previously  received 
shall  be  taken  up  in  order  of  their  reception,  and  may  be  acted  on 
directlv  bv  the  Council,  or  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 
AVhole' 

4.  On  motion  of  any  member  the  Council  may  resolve  itself 
into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  a  By-law, 
report,  or  other  matter,  when  the  presiding  officer  shall  leave  the 
Chair,  naming  a  member  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
who  shall  have  the  same  authority  in  Committee  as  the  President 
in  the  Chair  of  the  Council. 

5.  When  any  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  it 
shall  be  either  adopted  or  rejected,  or  referred  back  to  Committee 
with  instructions  to  amend  or  postpone  to  a  time  to  be  fixed  for 
asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Council. 

6.  The  By-Laws  of  the  Council,  except  as  provided  by 
Article  4,  Sections  8  and  19,  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole ;  and  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  or  for  an 
adjournment  can  be  received;  but  a  member  may  at  any  time 
move  that  the  Committee  now  rise,  or  that  it  shall  rise  and  report 
progress. 

7.  On  motion  in  committee  to  rise,  or  to  rise  and  report 
progress,  the  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred 
to  them  by  the  Council  shall  report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also 
their  opinion  thereon  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chairman  to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

9.  All  petitions  and  communications  on  any  subject  within 
the  cognizance  of  the  standing  committee  shall,  on  presentation, 
be  referred  by  the  presiding  officer  to  the  proper  committee  with- 
out any  motion ;  but  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  to  enter  upon  the  immediate  consideration  there- 
of. 
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10.  Every  member  who  shall  introduce  a  petition  or  motion 
upon  any  subject  Avhich  is  referred  to  a  select  committee  appoint- 
ed to  consider  such  motion  or  petition,  shall,  during  the  sittings 
of  the  Council,  be  one  of  the  Committee,  without  being  named  by 
the  Council,  and  shall  be  the  convenor  of  the  said  Committee. 

11,  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  be  placed  upon  a  Com- 
mittee notwithstanding  the  absence  of  such  member  at  the  time 
of  his  being  appointed  to  such  committee. 


By-Law  No.  8 
dutjes  of  the  committees. 

1.  Education  Committee. — The  Education  Committee  sliall 
have  supervision  of  the  curriculum  and  all  matter  pertaining 
thereto,  and  to  the  examination  of  those  who  seek  registration. 

2.  Finance  Committee. — The  Finance  Committee  shall  have 
the  supervision  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Council,  and  report 
the  condition  of  the  various  funds.  It  shall  prepare  and  report  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  estimates  required  by  the  ComKiil.  It 
shall  also  consider  and  report  on  all  matter  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee by  the  Council. 

3.  Registration  Committee. — The  Registration  Committee 
shall  examine  and  report  upon  all  applications  for  registration  as 
matriculants  or  as  practitioners.  It  shall  also  examine  the  regis- 
ters pertaining  to  the  same,  and  all  matters  generally  concerning 
registration. 

4.  Committee  on  Complaint.^. — The  Connnittee  on  Complaints 
sliall  deal  with  all  complaints  against  the  Council  or  its  officers. 

5.  Printing  and  Property  Committee. — The  Printing  and 
Property  Committee  shall  supervise  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
College  Building  and  its  requirements,  and  shall  have  supervision 
over  all  stenographic  work  and  printing  required  by  the  Council. 

6.  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee. — The  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations Committee  shall  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council. 

7.  Discipline  Committee. — The  Discipline  Committee  shall 
consider  all  complaints  -against  members  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  that  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the 
Council  or  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  be  governed  in  its 
procedure  by  the  Ontario  INledical  Act. 

The  Discipline  Committee  appointed  shall  consist  of  five 
members,  three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 
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The  said  Committee  shall  hold  oflfice  for  one  year,  provided 
that  any  member  of  such  Committee  appointed  in  any  year  shall 
continue  to  be  a  member  thereof,  until  all  business  brought  before 
it  during  the  year  of  office  has  been  reported  upon  to  the  Council. 

8.  Executive  Committee. — The  Executive  Committee  shall 
take  cognizance  of,  and  action  upon,  all  such  matters  as  may  re- 
quire immediate  interference  or  attention  between  the  adjournment 
of  the  Council  and  its  next  meeting,  and  all  such  acts  shall  be  valid 
only  until  the  next  ensuing  meeting  of  the  Council ;  but  the  Com- 
mittee shall  have  no  power  to  alter,  repeal  or  suspend  any  by-law 
of  the  Council. 


By-Law^  No.  9. 
By-Laws 


1.  Every  By-Law  shall  be  introduced  upon  motion  specify- 
ing the  title  thereof,  and  shall  come  up  for  consideration  at  the 
next  session  of  the  Council.  Every  By-Law,  however,  shall  be 
first  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

2.  No  By-Law  shall  be  introduced  either  in  blank  or  imper- 
fect form. 

3.  Each  clause,  the  title  and  the  preamble,  shall  be  considered 
and  passed  upon  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  the  Bj^-Law, 
after  being  adopted  by  the  Council,  shall  be  signed  by  the  President 
or  Vice-President  and  the  Registrar,  and  sealed  with  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  College. 


By-Law  No.  10 
The  Seal 


1.  The  seal  of  the  College  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Regis- 
trar, and  shall  not  be  affixed  to  any  instrument  except  by  the 
authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  Council  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
President  or  Vice-President,  and  the  Registrar.  The  President  or 
Vice-President  and  the  Registrar  shall  sign  every  instrument  to 
which  the  seal  of  the  College  is  so  affixed. 

2.  The  seal  of  the  College  sliall  bear  the  device  of  a 

and  have  legibly  engraved  upon  it  the 
j'efiristercd  name  of  the  College. 
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By-Law  No  11. 
Authentication  of  Deeds  and  Documents 

1.  All  Deeds  executed  on  behalf  of  the  College  shall  be  in 
such  form,  and  contain  such  powers,  provisos,  conditions,  covenants, 
clauses  and  ag-reements  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  think 
fit,  and  in  addition  to  being  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  College, 
shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Registrar. 

2.  All  cheques  or  orders  for  payment  shall  be  signed  by  the 
President  or  Vice-President,  or  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer.  Bills  of  exchange 
lodged  with  bankers  for  collection  may  be  dra^ai  on  behalf  of  the 
College  by  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Cheques  or  other  negotiable  instruments  deposited  with 
bankers  for  collection,  and  requiring  the  endorsement  of  the 
College,  may  be  endorsed  on  its  behalf  by  the  Treasurer. 

4.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  College  shall  be  deposited 
with  such  bankers  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  from  time  to 
time  think  fit ;  and  every  receipt  for  money  paid  to  the  College 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  such  receipt  being  an  effectual 
discharge  for  the  money  therein  stated  to  be  received. 


By-Law  No.  12 

Borrowing  Powers 

The  College  may,  from  time  to  time,  at  its  discretion,  raise 
or  borrow,  by  way  of  loan  or  overdraft,  any  sum  of  money  for 
the  purposes  of  the  College. 


By-Law  No.  13. 
Audit. 


1.  Once  at  least  in  every  year  the  accounts  of  the  College 
shall  be  examined,  and  the  correctness  of  the  statement  of  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements,  and  balance  sheet,  ascertained  by  a 
qualified  accountant  or  a  firm  of  qualified  accountants  who  shall 
act  as  auditor  or  auditors. 

2.  The  auditor  or  auditors  shall  be  appointed  at  the  annual 
session,  and  their  remuneration  fixed  by  the  Council. 
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3.  The  auditor  or  auditors  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  session,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Any  casual 
vacancy  in  such  office  may  be  filled  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

4.  The  auditor  or  auditors  shall  be  supplied  with  copies  of 
the  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  balance  sheet 
intended  to  be  laid  before  the  Council  at  the  annual  session,  be- 
fore such  session,  and  it  shall  be  his  or  their  duty  to  examine  the 
same  with  the  accounts  and  vouchers  relating  thereto,  and  to 
report  thereon. 

5.  The  auditor  or  auditors  shall  at  all  reasonable  times 
have  access  to  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  College. 


By-Law  No.  14. 
Fees  and  Travelling  Expenses. 

1.  The  Sessional  Indemnity  for  members  at  every  Session 
shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  together  with  twenty-five 
dollars  for  every  day  occupied  in  travelling  from  their  place  of 
residence  to  the  place  of  meeting  and  return,  in  addition  to  mile- 
age at  the  rate  of  five  cents  a  mile  to  and  from  the  place  of  resi- 
dence, the  usual  deduction  at  the  rate  of  twelve  and  a  half  dol- 
lars per  half  day  being  made  for  absence  from  meeting. 

2.  Members  of  committees,  Avhen  meeting  during  the  recess 
of  the  Council,  shall  be  paid  twelve  and  a  half  dollars  per  half 
day,  and  mileage  as  is  paid  members  of  the  Council  at  its  meet- 
ings. 

3.  Each  Examiner  shall  receive  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars as  a  retaining  fee,  and  thirty-five  dollars  per  diem  for  each 
day's  attendance  at  oral  and  written  examinations  and  meetings, 
with  the  usual  allowance  of  five  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance 
travelled  to  and  from  the  examinations  to  place  of  residence, 
and  an  allowance  of  twelve  and  a  half  dollars  for  each  half  day 
occupied  in  travelling  from  his  place  of  residence  and  return,  or 
from  one  Examination  Centre  to  another. 


By-Law  No.  15. 
Examinations 


Spring  examinations  shall  be  conducted  in  Toronto,  King- 
ston and  London,  and  also  a  Fall  Examination  in  Toronto  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Council  may  direct. 
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By-Law  No.  16. 

Annual  Fees. 

1.  Each  member  of  the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Kegistrar 
toward  the  general  expenses  of  the  College  for  each  calendar  year 
an  annual  fee  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00),  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1914, 
Chap.  161,  Section  41. 

The  annual  fees  are  to  be  applied  toward  the  general  ex- 
penses of  the  College,  and  shall  be  due  on  and  from  the  first  day 
of  January  of  each  year,  and  shall  be  based  upon  the  levy  im- 
posing same  made  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  first  pre- 
ceding the  year  in  question ;  and  such  fee  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  debt  due  by  each  member  to  the  College,  and  shall  be  recover- 
able with  costs  of  suit  in  the  name  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  in  the  Division  Court  of  the  division  in 
which  the  member  resides. 

2.  The  annual  fee  shall  not  be  due  and  payable  by  any 
members  of  the  College,  who  by  reason  of  absence  from  the  Pro- 
vince, or  otherwise,  shall  in  no  way  practice  Medicine,  Surgery  or 
Midwife n'  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  during  the  entire  currency 
of  the  calendar  year  for  which  such  annual  fee  may  be  imposed, 
but  such  member  of  the  College  shall  notify  the  Registrar  that 
he  is  leaving  the  Province,,  and  inform  him  when  he  returns.  Upon 
due  notification  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  exempt 
him  from  the  fee  imposed  for  such  period  of  time. 

The  member  so  claiming  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Registrar  that  he  has  not  practised  his  profession  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario  during  the  year  or  years  for  which  such  fee  has 
been  imposed,  but  shall,  if  the  Registrar  require  it,  make  a  sta- 
tutory declaration  to  that  effect,  and  furnish  such  other  evidence 
as  may  be  required. 

The  decision  of  the  Registrar  upon  such  application  as  to  the 
liability  of  the  applicant  for  the  fee  in  question  shall  be  final  and 
t'.onclusive,  subject  to  appeal  to  next  meeting  of  Council.

Annual  Certificates. 

1.  Every  member  shall  obtain  from  the  Registrar  annually 
before  the  last  day  of  January  in  each  year  a  certificate  under 
the  seal  of  the  College  that  he  is  a  duly  registered  medical  prac- 
titioner.

2.  Upon  payment  of  all  fees  and  dues  payable  by  such 
member  of  the  College  the  Registrar  shall  write  his  name  on  the 
margin  of  the  certificate  and  the  date  thereof,  and  the  certificate 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  issued  only  from  such  date. 

3.  No  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  practitioner  who  is 
indebted  to  the  College  for  any  sums  payable  to  the  College,  nor 
until  the  annual  fee  for  such  certificate   is  paid. 

4.  If  a  member  omits  to  take  out  such  annual  certificate  he 
shall  not  be  entitled  thereto  until  he  pays  to  the  College  the  cer- 
tificate fee  as  aforesaid,  together  with  any  other  fees  or  dues 
which  he  owes  to  the  College. 

5.  After  twelve  months'  default  in  taking  out  sueh  certi- 
ficate, and  if  two  months'  notice  of  such  default  be  given  by  reg- 
istered letter  addressed  to  the  registered  address  of  such  de- 
faulter, the  Registrar  shall,  if  payment  has  not  been  made  by  the 
defaulter,  erase  his  name  from  the  Registrar,  and  the  provisions 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  as  to  unregistered  medical  practition- 
ers shall  forthwith  apply  to  such  medical  practitioner. 

6.  Such  medical  practitioner  may,  unless  otherwise  disquali- 
fied under  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  at  any  time  after  his  name 
is  so  erased  by  the  Registrar,  obtain  re-registration  by  applying 
to  the  Registrar  and  paying  all  arrears  of  fees  and  dues  owing  to 
the  College,  under  this  Act,  and  taking  out  his  certificate  as 
herein  provided,  and  he  shall  be  thereupon  reinstated  to  the  full 
privileges  enjoyed  by  other  registered  medical  practitioners  un- 
der the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

7.  Any  fees  properly  charged  by  such  medical  practitioner 
during  the  time  in  which  he  was  in  default  in  payment  of  any 

fees  or  dues  to  the  College  shall  be  legally  recoverable  upon  pro- 
duction of  the  certificate  of  registration  at  the  time  of  suit. 


By-Law  No.  18. 


Certificates  of  Institutions  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

Every  medical  practitioner  registered  in  the  Medical  Regis- 
ter of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  upon 
proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Registrar  that  he  is  so  registered, 
and  that  he  is  of  good  character,  and  has  been  engaged  in  actual 
practice  of  medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery  in  the  United  King- 
dom, shall,  on  application  to  the  said  Registrar,  and  on  payment 
of  such  fee  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  which,  by  Regu- 
lation of  the  Council,  shall  be  from  time  to  time  charged  for  regis- 
tration, of  all  persons  entitled  to  be  registered  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  be  entitled  without  examination  in  the  Province  of  On- 
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tario  to  be  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Act. 

Provided  that  he  proves  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Registrar 
the  following  circumstance : 

That  the  diploma  or  diplomas,  in  respect  of  which  he  was  re- 
gistered in  the  said  Medical  Register  of  the  United  Kingdom,  was 
or  were  granted  to  him  at  a  time  when  he  was  not  domiciled  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  or  in  the  course  of  a  period  of  not  less 
than  five  years,  during  the  whole  of  which  he  resided  out  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario.

JUNE.  1922 
FIFTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 


FIRST  DAY 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  College  began  at 
two  o'clock  this  afternoon,  Tuesday,  July  4th,  1922,  in  the  College 
Chambers. 

Roli  Call 

The  Roll  Call  was  responded  to  by  the  following  members: 
Drs.  Addison,  Argue,  Arthur,  Becker,  Brodie,  Cody,  Council, 
Cruickshank,  Dales,  Emmerson,  Farncomb,  Ferguson,  Horton, 
Jarvis,  Kellam,  King,  J.  M.  MacCallum,  S.  McCallum,  Noble,  Rout- 
ledge,  Spankie,  Stewart,  Thompson,  Walters  and  Young. 

FolloMang  the  Roll  Call,  the  President  asked  the  Council  to 
appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  consider  the  result  of  the 
election  in  division  No.  7,  the  vacancy  in  which  Avas  created  by  the 
death  of  the  sitting  member,  Dr.  H.  S.  Griffin  of  Hamilton,  and  the 
appointment  of  representatives  of  Trinity  and  Ottawa  Universities. 

Committee  on  Credentials 

The  following  Committee  was  appointed  as  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials:   Drs.  Arthur,  Young,  Spankie,  King  and  Dales. 

The  Committee  retired,  examined  the  credentials  of  Drs.  G.  S. 
Rennie,  J.  L.  Chabot  and  W.  H.  Pepler.  The  Committee  reported 
that  the  credentials  were  complete  in  all  respects,  and  reported  Dr. 
G.  S.  Rennie  as  duly  elected  to  represent  Division  No.  10,  Dr.  J.  L. 
Chabot  as  duly  appointed  to  represent  the  University  of  Ottawa  in 
the  Council,  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Pepler  as  duly  appointed  to  represent 
Trinity  University. 

The  report,  as  presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
Dr.  W.  S.  Spankie,  having  been  approved,  the  President,  Dr.  Argue, 
introduced  Drs.  Chabot  and  Pepler.  Dr.  Rennie  was  not  present, 
as  he  is  at  present  abroad.  Drs.  Chabot  and  Pepler  then  took  their 
seats. 
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President's  Address 

Dr.  Argue  then  addressed  the  Council  at  lenpth,  reviewing  the 
events  of  the  year  affecting  the  College,  and  making  certain  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations. 

Gentlemen : — It  is  my  privilege  to  Avelcome  you  to  the  57th 
annual  meeting  of  this  College,  and  in  doing  so,  I  wish  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  honour  conferred  upon  me  a  year 
ago,  when  you  elected  me  your  presiding  officer.  I  also  wish  to  ex- 
tend my  thanks  to  every  member  of  this  Council  for  their  assistance 
in  carrying  out  our  work  smoothly  and  expeditiously. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  three  new  members  to  our 
midst;  Doctors  Chabot,  Pepler  and  Rennie,  and  I  feel  sure  that 
their  sound  judgment  and  high  professional  ideals  will  assist  us  in 
our  deliberations. 

It  is  also  my  sad  duty  to  remind  you  that  we  have  some  vacant 
chairs.  In  the  death  of  Dr.  H.  S.  Griffin  of  Hamilton,  who  passed 
away  during  the  last  session  of  this  Council,  we  all  feel  a  deep  per- 
sonal loss.  He  was  a  member  of  this  Council  for  almost  a  quarter 
of  a  century,  and  was  highly  esteemed  and  loved  by  all.  He  had 
been  chairman  of  many  important  committees,  and  Avas  President 
in  1915-16,  and  was  one  of  tlie  most  efficient  presiding  officers  that 
ever  sat  in  this  chair.  Death  also  claimed  two  of  the  older  past 
presidents  of  this  College  in  tlie  persons  of  Dr.  CI.  T.  Campbell,  who 
was  President  in  1893-94,  and  died  in  February,  1922,  and  Dr.  W.  H. 
Moorhouse,  who  w'as  President  in  1906-07,  and  died  in  Oct.,  1921. 
Both  of  these  physicians  practised  in  London. 

During  the  recess  of  Council  many  matters  of  importance  have 
occurred,  and  the  report  of  your  Executive  Committee  will  give 
these  in  detail.  A  circular  was  issued  to  the  profession  asking  for 
criticisms  on  the  following  definition  of  the  practice  of  medicine, 
viz.;  "The  practice  of  medicine  shall  mean  and  include  the  diagnos- 
ing, healing,  alleviating,  or  attempting  to  diagnose,  treat  or  allevi- 
ate, any  ailment,  defect,  or  injury  of  the  human  body,  including 
any  defective  mental  condition,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  advice, 
assistance,  or  any  means  Avhatsoever,  with  or  without  the  use  of 
drugs,  or  medicines,  or  any  mechanical  means  or  appliances." 
Replies  were  received  from  about  30  per  cent,  of  the  practising  phy- 
sicians, the  majority  of  whom  agreed  Avith  this  definition.  There 
were  some  criticisms,  but  when  this  definition  is  read  into  a  medical 
act,  which  will  contain  qualifying  clauses,  it  will  be  found  that  this 
definition  will  be  about  as  useful  as  can  be  obtained.  This  defini- 
tion with  criticisms  has  been  forwarded  to  our  solicitor  for  liis  in- 
formation and  action. 

An  endeavor  was  made  to  have  the  Legislature  pass  an  act 
defining  the  practice  of  medicine,  but  the  chairman  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  was  informed  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the 
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Government  to  enact  such  leofislation  during  the  current  session. 
The  medical  act  should  be  a  Government  measure  as  it  is  for  the 
protection  of  the  public,  and  it  should  not  be  left  to  be  brought  in 
as  a  private  bill.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  Council  to  so  interest  our 
members  in  this  question,  that  each  one  will  take  it  up  with  his  local 
member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  so  enlighten  him  as  to  the 
needs  of  the  situation,  that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  when  the 
matter  is  next  brought  up  in  parliament,  and  the  present  unsatis- 
factory medical  act  eliminated  from  the  statute  books. 

During  the  last  session  of  tlie  Legislature  an  attempt  was  made 
to  incorporate  a  Canadian  College  of  Chiropractic,  Your  joint  advis- 
ory Committee  and  the  Executive  Committee,  together  with  the 
Ontario  Medical  Association  circularized  the  whole  profession,  and 
awakened  such  interest  among  our  members  that  this  bill  was  killed 
in  committee,  after  hearing  the  statements  of  the  founder  of  the 
alleged  college  on  its  behalf.  No  statement  was  asked  from  the 
medical  profession  of  this  province,  although  representatives  were 
present  from  the  three  medical  schools,  this  College,  the  Ontario 
Medical  Association,  and  the  Academy  of  Medicine  of  Toronto.  At 
this  time  a  resume  of  a  series  of  articles  in  Leslie's  Weekly,  by 
Severance  Johnston,  entitled  "Is  it  chiro-quactie ? "  was  made  and 
sent  to  every  registered  practitioner,  as  well  as  many  others.  At 
this  point  it  is  just  that  I  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
the  chairman  of  the  Joint  Advisory  Committee  and  Legislative 
Committee,  Dr.  Edmund  E.  King,  who  may  largely  be  credited  with 
the  result  in  our  favor.  Dr.  King  has  been  most  insistent  in  season 
and  out  of  season  in  spreading  the  knowledge  as  to  the  activities  of 
the  irregulars,  and  he  is  responsible  for  the  resume  above  men- 
tioned. 

The  next  matter  I  wish  to  speak  a])out  is  the  work  of  the  Joint 
Advisory  Committee,  which  was  instituted  about  two  j^ears  ago,  and 
is  composed  of  representatives  from  this  College,  the  Ontario  Medi- 
cal Association  and  the  Medical  Schools  of  Queen's,  Toronto  and 
Western  Universities.  This  Committee  has  not  only  brought  the 
various  bodies  close  together,  but  also  in  the  matter  of  unifying 
opinions  on  medical  legislation,  and  subsequent  action  to  be  taken 
has  done  praise-worthy  Avork.  I  also  think  the  work  of  this  Com- 
mittee has  done  much  to  enlighten  the  profession  as  to  what  work 
our  Council  has  been  doing  for  years.  Many  practitioners  forget 
that  there  is  a  medical  act  which  governs  our  activities  and  limits 
our  financial  operations.  The  increased  interest  taken  in  the  On- 
tario Medical  Association,  which  represented  the  scientific  work  of 
our  profession  augurs  well  for  the  future,  and  our  combined  efforts 
should  raise  the  high  standing  of  our  profession  still  higher.  Prac- 
tically all  the  members  of  this  Council  are  members  of  the  Ontario 
]\Iedical  Association,  and  to  those  few  who  are  not  members  of  this 
voluntary  organization,  I  would  urge  their  joining  up  at  once  to 
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assist  doubly  in  the  good  work.  The  profession  has  been  greatly 
stimulated  by  the  work  of  tliisX'ommittee,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
we  will  all  continue  to  worttogether  in  harmony  for  the  betterment 
of  the  public  whom  we  serve,  and  the  profession  which  it  should  be 
our  highest  endeavor  to  adorn. 

The  Ontario  Temperance  Act  is  still  witii  us,  and  the  Legisla- 
ture looks  to  the  medical  profession  to  assist  in  carrying  out  its 
]irovisions.  There  are  many  of  our  members  who  hold  divergent 
views  on  this  Act,  but  I  am  proud  to  say,  that  the  vast  majority  of 
doctors  are  loyally  endeavoring  to  carry  out  its  regulations.  While 
they  may  not  hold  with  this  Act,  they  recognize  it  is  the  law,  and 
like  all  good  citizens  they  recognize  that  this  law  should  be  obeyed. 
The  arbitrary  fixing  of  fifty  orders  per  month  to  each  physician, 
whether  he  has  been  in  practice  twenty  weeks  or  twenty  years,  does 
not  seem  reasonable,  and  I  think  the  Commissioners  are  inquiring 
more  fully  into  apparent  cases  of  over  prescribing  before  any  dras- 
tic steps  are  taken.  No  doctor  need  play  the  part  of  a  dispenser  of 
drinks,  and  it  is  quite  ethical  and  lawful  to  call  upon  the  vendors  for 
the  supply  of  liquor  which  he  needs  for  medicinal  purposes. 

A  matter  of  allied  importance  is  the  Opium  and  Narcotic  Drug 
Act,  in  which  every  physician  is  closely  interested.  For  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  1922,  there  were  835  convictions  for  offences 
against  this  Act.  Of  these,  23,  or  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent, 
were  physicians,  and  only  two  were  from  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
The  charge  in  each  case  was  for  prescribing  drugs  in  an  unprofes- 
sional manner.  This  clearly  shows  that  the  Department  of  Health 
made  no  mistake  when  it  was  decided  to  accept  a  declaration  from  all 
physicians,  who  of  necessity  are  required  to  use  narcotics  from  time 
to  time,  in^ead  of  licensing  these  physicians  the  same  as  is  done  in 
the  I'nited  States  and  other  countries.  In  a  memorandum  which  I 
received  from  the  Deputy-Minister  of  Health  concerning  the  illicit 
drug  traffic  the  following  are  some  excerpts : 

' '  The  Department  appreciates  very  much  the  kind  co-operation 
of  the  physicians  of  this  country  in  our  efforts  to  stamp  out  the 
illicit;  traffic  in  narcotics,  and  to  confine  the  use  of  these  drugs  to 
legitimate  medicinal  purposes. 

"It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Department  from  the  outset  to 
take  as  broad  a  view  as  possible  of  this  narcotic  question  in  so 
far  as  it  pertains  to  medical  men,  realizing  that  there  are 
no  drugs  that  can  take  the  place  of  morphine,  cocaine,  etc.,  in 
their  respective  spheres,  when  prescribed  for  legitimate  purposes, 
but  while  allowing  the  broadest  possible  latitude  to  the  doctors  in 
the  handling  and  i)rescribing  of  narcotics,  it  is,  of  course,  necessary 
to  keep  a  very  close  check  on  the  amount  of  these  drugs  received 
by  all  physicians,  with  a  view  to  following  up  the  distribution  of 
the  drug,  and  to  confine  its  use  to  legitimate  purposes.  In  carrying 
out  this  policy  it  is,  of  course,  very  necessary  for  the  Department 
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to  have  to  write  physicians  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  tlie  pur- 
pose for  which  they  require  lar^-e  quantities  of  these  drue:s,  which, 
in  tiie  opinion  of  tlie  Department,  mij^lit  be  excessive  for  leo:itimate 
medical  needs.  Such  inquiries,  liowever,  need  not  unduly  alarm  any 
pliysician  who  has  a  legitimate  demand  for  the  drug,  no  matter  how 
larse  the  quantity  may  be,  as  it  so  happens  that  in  some  instances 
a  doctor  might  have  under  his  care  three  or  four  cases  suffering 
from  cancer,  tumor,  etc.,  which  require  very  large  amounts  of  mor- 
phine for  the  relief  of  pain  or  suffering  of  the  patient ;  but  once  the 
Department  receives  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  case  the 
doctor  is  not  bothered  any  more. 

"Hundreds  of  physicians  never  hear  from  the  Department,  as 
the  amount  of  narcotics  received  by  them  is  not  considered  abnormal 
for  the  average  practitioner's  needs.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
under  the  Harrison  Law  in  the  United  States,  all  physicians  are 
required  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  every  grain  of  morphine 
received  by  them,  and  prescribed  or  dispensed  in  connection  with 
their  practice,  while  in  Canada  a  doctor  is  not  required  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  drugs  he  receives  or  dispenses,  and  it  will  therefore 
be  observed  that  our  law  in  Canada,  while  as  far  reaching  as  any 
in  existence  in  any  country,  is  not  in  any  way  cumbersome  or 
oppressive  on  the  medical  profession.  In  many  instances,  however, 
when  it  is  found  that  a  physician  cannot  account  satisfactorily  to 
the  Department  for  large  quantities  of  narcotics  received  by  him,  a 
warning  is  issued,  and  if  the  same  goes  unheeded,  the  Department, 
of  course,  has  no  alternative  but  to  take  proceedings  under  the  law. 

"In  connection  Avith  the  enforcement  of  the  Opium  and  Nar- 
cotic Drug  Act  it  will  perhaps  be  of  interest  to  medical  men  to  learn 
that  through  the  amendment  of  tlie  Act  which  was  passed  in  1920, 
requiring  of  manufacturers  of  narcotic  preparations  to  print  the 
full  formula  or  true  list  of  medicinal  ingredients  on  the  label  or 
wrapper  of  all  packages  containing  such  preparations,  in  addition 
to  the  following  warning :  '  It  is  unlawful  to  administer  this  pre- 
paration to  a  child  under  two  years  of  age,  as  it  contains  (insert 
name  of  drug)  and  is  dangerous  to  its  life.' 

"About  75  per  cent,  of  the  preparations,  w'hich  were  formerly 
on  the  market,  have  been  discontinued  inasmuch  as  the  warning  as 
above  referred  to  kills  the  sale  of  such  preparations,  as  the  public 
refuses  to  buy  a  preparation  which  distinctly  states  on  the  label 
that  it  contains  opium  and  is  dangerous  to  the  life  of  a  child  under 
two  years  of  age,  etc. 

' '  The  number  of  these  narcotic  preparations  at  present  on  the 
market  is  insignificant  and  these  preparations  are  mostly  in  the 
form  of  cough  syrups  or  liniments ;  all  such  preparations,  however, 
must  not  contain  more  than  14  of  a  grain  of  morphine  or  more  than 
Vs  of  a  grain  of  heroin,  or  more  than  one  grain  of  codeine,  or  more 
than  2  grains  of  opium  to  the  fluid  ounce,  which  is  less  than  half 
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the  amount  of  tliese  druos  wliirh  was  fonnerly  used  in  a  large 
number  of  these  preparations,  so  that  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
amendment  to  the  Act  has  served  a  very  useful  purpose,  which  the 
Department  had  in  mind  when  having  the  amendment  incorporated 
in  the  Act. 

•'It  might  be  of  further  interest  to  know  that  since  the  licens- 
ing system  has  been  established  in  Canada  the  Department  suc- 
ceeded in  reducing  by  a  very  large  amount  the  quantity  of  these 
drugs  being  imported  at  the  present  time  in  comparison  with  the 
quantity  imported  prior  to  this  system  being  inaugurated,  as  will 
be  observed  from  the  following  table :

In  regard  to  our  relations  with  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Board,  there  has  been  considerable  discontent  among  the  profession 
in  regard  to  the  schedule  of  fees.  On  form  92  of  this  Board,  which 
has  to  do  with  the  doctor's  account,  are  printed  the  words:  "It  has 
been  approved  by  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario."  This  statement  is  hardly  in  accordance  with 
the  facts  of  the  case.  The  resolution  passed  by  this  Council  in  1918 
l)lainly  states  that  these  fees  were  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  and 
thus  intimates  that  they  should  be  revised  as  time  goes  on,  and 
shows  them  to  be  inadequate.  In  the  meantime  the  Board  has 
granted  an  increase  of  20  per  cent,  on  the.se  fees,  but  this  does  not 
Avholly  meet  the  case.  I  feel  that  the  Board  should  be  written  to 
and  asked  to  take  off  these  words  of  approval,  and  that  a  special 
committee  be  appointed  to  give  this  matter  a  complete  review,  and 
submit  to  the  Board  what  we  consider  an  adequate  schedule  of  fees 
under  the  present  circumstances. 

In  the  Act  respecting  the  Profession  of  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
Chap.  161,  Sec.  59,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  it  is  stated:  "All 
moneys  forming  part  of  the  Council  funds  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer,  and  may  be  applied  to  carry  this  Act  into  execution." 
Personally  I  have  always  felt  that  this  clause  should  have  a  broad 
interpretation,  and  that  the  funds  of  this  College  could  be  spent 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public  and  profession  in  any  Avay  that  our 
Council  should  see  fit.  The  interest  from  our  investments  amounts 
to  a  large  enough  sum  to  form  the  basis  of  a  fund  which  should  be 
applied  to  post-graduate  research.  My  suggestion  would  be  to  give 
each  of  the  medical  schools  a  scholarship  which  would  be  awarded 
annually  to  some  graduate  doing  original  work.  The  work  of  Dr. 
Banting  on  diabetes  in  the  Toronto  University  laboratory  is  an 
example  of  work  which  deserves  every  encouragement.     When  it 
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becomes  known  that  our  Council  grants  three  such  scholarships 
annually,  I  think  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  gettinp-  men  who  are 
will  nig-  to  follow  up  research  work.  In  addition  our  funds  are  such 
that  we  could  have  one  or  two  lectures  annually  on  some  medical 
subject  similar  to  the  Hunterian  and  other  lectures  given  in  Great 
Britain.  Assistance  in  post-graduate  lectures  to  county  medical 
societies,  such  as  are  given  by  the  Ontario  Medical  Association,  may 
also  be  considered.  Our  assets  have  reached  such  a  figure  that  we 
should  endeavor  to  expend  our  full  surplus  receipts  annually  in 
furthering  post-graduate  medical  education  in  this  province. 

During  the  past  ten  years  1,795  students  have  written  on  our 
examinations,  and  of  these  an  average  of  70  per  cent,  passed.  These 
students  paid  in  fees  for  examinations  .$113,675.00,  and  to  examine 
them  it  cost  us  $44,253.12.  This  leaves  a  balance  of  $69,421.88  to 
the  credit  of  the  College,  and  what  have  we  done  with  the  money? 
To  date  nothing  has  been  done  save  hoard  it  up.  I  am  not  particu- 
larly in  favor  of  reducing  the  fees,  but  I  am  strongly  in  favor,  as 
above  stated,  or  originating  scholarships  and  lectureships.  I  recom- 
mend these  facts  to  the  Education  Committee,  should  not  a  special 
committee  on  this  matter  be  deemed  advisable.  In  talking  over  the 
question  of  examinations  one  naturally  questions,  "Will  we  ever 
have  one  central  examining  board  for  the  whole  Dominion?"  I 
sincerely  hope  that  this  date  is  not  far  distant,  and  the  obstacles  in 
the  way  may  surely  be  overcome  without  any  province  giving  up  its 
right,  at  any  time  sliould  it  so  desire,  to  examine  its  students.  I  feel 
that  some  arrangement  could  be  worked  out  whereby  we  could  have 
a  common  examination,  the  provinces  being  represented  on  the 
examining  board,  and  if  any  province  feels  that  the  examinations 
are  not  being  kept  up  to  the  standard,  withdrawal  may  be  made, 
after  formal  notice  has  been  given.  This  would  also  help  to  do 
away  with  the  duplication  of  fees  for  students. 

Our  building  is  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  but  the  amount  of 
clerical  Avork  has  so  increased  that  some  rearrangement  of  the 
ground  floor  will  have  to  be  made.  This  matter  may  be  safely  left 
with  our  property  committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Registrar. 

I  w^ish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Aikins  and  his  staff  for 
mucli  valuable  assistance  during  my  term  of  office.  Our  records  are 
kept  in  a  very  efficient  manner.  The  clerical  work  in  our  office  has 
quadrupled  within  the  past  two  years,  and  I  cannot  speak  too 
highly  of  the  efficiency  of  his  staff.  In  reading  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  I  noticed  they  pay  their  registrar  a  salary  of  $6,000.00 
per  annum,  and  his  assistants  in  proportion.  There  are  twice  as 
many  physicians  in  Ontario  as  in  Quebec,  hence  twice  the  work.  It 
certainly  shows  that  our  staff  is  not  overpaid,  and  a  consideration  of 
these  facts  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  our  incoming  Finance 
Committee. 


The  Council  applauded  the  address  heartily  and  appointed  a 
Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Drs.  Emmerson,  Cruickshank, 
Connell,  Arthur,  King,  Noble  and  Jarvis  to  consider  same.

Your  rei)resentatives  beg  to  i"ei)ort  that  they  attended  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  in  the  last  week 
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of  May  aiicl  that  there  was  notliinj^  of  very  special  interest  occurred 
at  the  Meeting. 

Hon.  Dr.  Brett,  the  retiring  president,  in  his  address  made  a 
very  eloquent  ]ilea  for  the  more  general  registration  with  the  Can- 
adian Council  by  the  practitioners  throughout  the  Dominion. 

Dr.  Frazer  Harris,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Medical  Council, 
and  Dr.  James  j\Iiller  were  instructed  to  interview  the  President  of 
the  General  Council  of  Great  Britain  in  reference  to  the  refusal  of 
tlie  J^ritish  Council  to  register  a  practitioner  who  held  the  Ontario 
license,  wliile  they  accepted  a  similar  case  with  the  Quebec  license. 

There  was,  as  last  year,  a  good  deal  of  discussion  in  reference 
to  the  provinces  giving  up  their  examinations  in  favor  of  the 
Dominion  Board.  British  Columbia,  tlie  only  province  which  has 
given  up  holding  its  own  examinations,  spoke  very  highly  of  the 
result,  but  British  Columbia  is  very  fearful  of  Japanese  physicians 
invading  the  province,  so  that  they  are  in  a  different  position  from 
the  other  provinces,  and  your  representatives,  as  they  stated  in  their 
report  last  year,  feel  that  at  the  present  time  your  Council  would 
be  much  better  advised  to  continue  holding  their  own  examinations. 
The  province  of  British  Columbia  is  in  the  position  that  if  they  held 
their  own  examinations  and  established  reciprocity  with  the  Gen- 
eral Council  of  Great  Britain,  as  the  other  provinces  have  done,  the 
physicians  of  Japan,  which  has  also  reciprocity  with  Great  Britain, 
could  legally  register  in  British  Columbia,  whereas  they  cannot  do 
so  through  the  Canada  Medical  Council.

Report  Special  Committee  on  Optometry 

To  Members  of  Council, 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Optometry  has  considered  the 
letters  of  Dr.  Hartley  Henderson  of  Guelph,  addressed  to  Dr.  Rout- 
ley,  wherein  Dr.  Henderson  complains  of  encroachments  of  opto- 
metrists upon  the  work  of  oculists.  Dr.  Henderson  does  not  ask  for 
legislation  to  define  the  limits  of  optometry,  but  suggests  education 
of  the  public,  especially  by  permitting  oculists  to  advertise.  Asks 
that  permission  to  do  so  be  given. 

Your  Committee  recommends  tl  at  no  action  be  taken  on  this 
request. 

It  is  suggested,  however,  that  the  Legislative  Committee  con- 
sider the  necessity  of  securing  legislation  to  prevent  the  use  of  the 
title  Doctor  or  Eyesight  Specialist  or  Specialist  by  those  practising 
optometry.

Report  of  the  Joint  Advisory  Committee 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen : — Tlie  Joint  Advisory  Com- 
mittee is  made  up  of  representatives  from  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  the  Ontario  Medical  Association, 
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Queen's  Uuiversity,  Western  University  and  the  University  of 
Toronto.  The  representatives  from  the  Ontario  Medical  Association 
are  Dr.  Geo.  S.  Burt,  Dr.  G.  Stewart  Cameron  and  Dr.  T.  C.  Rout- 
ley. 

The  Original  Committee  represented  only  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  and  the  Ontario  Medical  Association,  the  Uni- 
versity representatives  being  added  during  the  past  year. 

The  functions  of  the  Committee  may  be  cited  as  follows :  To 
act  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  co-ordinating  the  efforts  and  activi- 
ties of  the  various  bodies  represented  relating  to  the  maintaining 
and  elevation  of  the  standard  of  medical  service  in  this  Province. 

The  Committee  has  met  five  times  during  the  past  year,  while, 
on  two  additional  occasions,  it  was  represented  by  its  Chairman  at 
a  meeting  of  tlie  Legislative  Committee  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  and  representatives 
of  affiliated  societies  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association. 

The  activities  of  the  Committee  may  be  enumerated  as  follows : 

(1)  Re  Definition  of  the  Practice  of  ]\Iedicine — The  following 
definition  was  sent  out  to  3,500  practitioners  in  Ontario:  "The 
practice  of  medicine  shall  mean  and  include  the  diagnosing,  healing, 
alleviating,  or  attempting  to  diagnose,  treat  or  alleviate  any  ail- 
ment, defect  or  injury  of  the  human  body,  including  any  defective 
mental  condition,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  advice,  assistance,  or 
any  means  whatever,  with  or  without  the  use  of  drugs  or  medicines, 
or  any  mechanical  means  or  appliances.'' 

Number  of  replies  received,  1,064.  With  a  few  exceptions,  the 
Profession  replying  approved  of  the  definition.  The  points  of  dis- 
approval such  as,  "too  comprehensive,"  "  eliminates  first  aid," 
"should  say,  for  gain,"  "should  say,  treat  instead  of  heal,"  etc., 
become  dissipated  when  it  is  understood  tliat  the  definition  of  the 
"Practice  of  JNIedicine"  must  be  read  into  a  Medical  Act  containing 
qualifying  clauses.  The  definition,  together  with  the  suggestions 
received,  is  under  advisement  by  the  solicitor  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

(2)  Re  Chiropractic  Bill — When  it  was  learned  that  the  Can- 
adian Chiropractic  College  was  about  to  seek  recognition  from  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Ontario,  your  Committee  felt  it  an  urgent 
duty  to  institute  a  campaign  to  forstall  if  possible  any  such  deplor- 
able legislation.  A  great  deal  of  literature  bearing  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  Chiropraxy  was  printed  and  widely  distributed  to  both  the 
Profession  and  the  public.  By  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committees  of  the  bodies  represented,  the  Committee  suggested 
to  the  Profession  by  letters,  addresses,  etc.,  ways  and  means  to  im- 
press upon  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  the  seriousness  of  grant- 
ing any  recognition  at  law  to  Chiropractors.  The  Chiropractic  Bill 
was  introduced  in  the  Private  Bills  Committee  of  the  Legislative 


Assembly  on  Tuesday,  April  11th.  A  delegation  represeutiny  the 
unified  medical  opinion  of  the  Province  was  present  when  the  Bill 
was  discussed,  but  was  not  asked  to  present  any  views,  as  the 
spokesman  for  the  Chiropractic  College  apparently  presented  all 
the  information  which  was  required.  The  Bill  was  promptly 
thrown  out,  and  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Private  Bills  Committee.

Your  Committee  met  with  the  Joint 
Advisory  Committee  and  representatives  of  the  Universities  and 
Dr.  Parfitt,  of  Gravenhurst,  to  speak  on  the  menace  of  Tuberculosis ; 
Dr.  McCullough,  Deputy  Minister  of  Health,  to  speak  of  the  menace 
to  the  public  bj  disregard  to  the  Public  Health  Act,  with  other 
members  of  the  Profession,  such  as  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty 
of  the  University  of  Toronto  and  others. 

The  Committee  waited  on  the  Private  Bills  Committee  and  after 
that  Committee  had  heard  the  presentation  in  favor  of  the  Chiro- 
practic College  Bill,  it  decided  that  your  delegation  need  not  ad- 
dress them. 

We  feel  that  the  incoming  Legislative  Committee  will  have 
much  work  in  the  coming  year,  and  we  feel  that  the  Profession  will 
have  to  exert  themselves  to  the  utmost  to  secvire  legislation  re  the 
delinition  of  the  Practice  of  ]\fedicine,  and  that  the  Coiuicil  would 
be  Avell  advised  to  continue  its  -loint  Committee  with  the  Ontario' 
Medical  Association. 

The  Alienist  Bill  and  Expert  Evidence  Act  was  withdrawn  by 
the  Attorney-General,  on  representation  by  "your  Committee. 

The  Nui-ses  Bill  as  adopted  is  attached.

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RESUME 


To  the  Members  of  ihe  College  : 

Gentlemen, — Under  direction  of  the  Council  of  the  Col- 
lege, I  am  su])mitting  resume  of  proceedings  of  its  annual  meeting, 
and,  associated  with  same,  brief  reference  to  matters  of  moment 
of  joint  public  and  professional  interest,  occurring  in  tlie  interval- 
period  between  the  last  and  the  present  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Argue's  Presidential  Address. 

The  President's  address  (see  page  49  of  the  Announcement) 
is  worthy  of  closest  study.  It  contains  a  wealth  of  information, 
and  is  replete  with  valuable  suggestions. 

New  Council  Members. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Annual  Council  IMeeting,  announce- 
ment was  made  that  vacancies  in  its  membership  had  been  filled  by 
the  selection  of  Drs.  J.  L.  Chabot,  representing  tlie  University  of 
Ottawa,  Dr.  W.  H.  Pepler,  representing  Trinity  University,  and 
Dr.  G.  S.  Rennie,  representiiig  Territorial  Division  No.  7. 

Drs.  Chabot  and  Pepler  were  present,  were  introduced  and 
were  welcomed  with  applause.  Dr.  Rennie  was,  unfortunately,  in 
Europe,  and  could  not,  therefore,  take  part  in  Council  delibera- 
tions. 

Medical  Legislation. 

The  Jio]ie  liiat  the  Legislature,  at  its  recent  sitting,  would  see 
fit  to  amend  the  Ontario  ^ledical  Act,  so  as  to  introduce  therein 
such  a  definition  of  the  term  "the  practice  of  medicine"  as  would 
enable  the  ]\redical  Council,  as  custodian  of  the  physical  welfare  of 
the  people  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  to  accord  recognition  to 
those  genuinely  qualified  to  practice  the  healing  art,  and  to  hold 
authority  to  exercise  restraining  influence  over  those  not  pos- 
sessing adequate  training,  was  once  more  doomed  to  disappoint- 
ment. 

In  a  measure,  the  Legislature  was  sympathetic.  Without  a 
voice  of  dissent,  the  Private  Bills  Committee  declined  to  grant  in- 
corporation to  certain  citizens,  claiming  to  represent  the  body 
known  as  Chiropractors.     The  spokesman  for  the  latter  failed  to

impress  the  Coinniittce  -with  the  belief,  that  modern  seientit'ie  medi- 
cine, into  the  elaboration  of  -which  centuries  of  patient  and  pains- 
taking toil  and  study  had  entered,  could  with  advantage  to  the  com- 
munity lie  replaced  by  a  system  denying  any  need  for  thorough  ac- 
quaintance with  the  anatomy  of  the  human  body,  for  knowledge  of 
its  various  and  varied  operations,  for  ultimate  dependence  on  tlie 
results  of  clinical  observation  and  pathological  research. 

The  Committee  apparently  did  not  feel  that  a  case  had  been  made 
out,  sufficient  to  warrant  it  in  calling  for  opposing  views,  and  the 
Bill  Avas  promptly  consigned  to  inglorious  oblivion. 

This  type  of  negative  legislation  serves  the  purpose  of  resisting 
further  inroads  of  unscientific  adventure  into  the  realm  of  pure 
science.     So  far.  so  good. 

AVhat  the  community  requires,  however,  is  positive,  construc- 
tive legi.slation.  If  there  is  merit  in  modern  medicine,  if  scientific 
training  has  real  worth,  if  value  attaches  to  unceasing  endeavour 
to  solve  problems  relating  to  public  health  and  public  welfare,  sure- 
ly legislation,  lending  weight  and  force  to  such  concepts,  should  not 
be  Avithhcld  from  those  seeking  to  distinguish  between  what  is  genu- 
ine, and  what  is  make-believe. 

The  Legislature  has  not  positively  declined  to  grant  this  legis- 
lation, but  has  relegated  it  to  "a  more  convenient  season." 

The  Ontario  Temperance  Act  and  Prosecutions  Thereunder. 

The  painful  duty  devolved  upon  the  Discipline  Committee  of 
the  College  of  citing  before  it  some  ten  members  of  the  College, 
against  Avhom  were  recorded  Police  Court  convictions,  for  infrac- 
tions of  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Temperance  Act. 

The  charo-es  of  unprofessional  conduct  laid  against  these  mem- 
bers were  fully  investigated.  The  Committee,  in  its  report  to  the 
Council,  recommended  suspension  for  varying  periods  of  time  in 
the  case  of  four,  reprimands  in  the  case  of  other  four,  and  acquirtal 
in  the  case  of  two. 

Those  suspended,  before  restora+ion  ol  iheir  names  to  tlie 
Register  can  be  effected,  must  supply  statutory  declarations,  that, 
during  the  period  of  their  suspension,  they  did  not  engage  in  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

In  all  cases  of  convictions,  the  offending  members  were  penaliz- 
ed in  the  matter  of  costs. 

Considering  the  fact  that  there  are  close  upon  four  thousand 
practitioners  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  On- 
tario, the  lunnber  of  those  called  upon  to  appear  in  police  courts, 
charged  with  infractions  of  the  Act,  is  comparatively  small. 

It  is,  however,  large  enough  to  appeal  to  the  Council  of  tlic 
College  as  being  still  too  large.     The  Council  feels,  that  it  owes  it 
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to  the  public  to  adopt  all  means  in  its  power  to  prevail  upon  its 
members  to  respect  public  opinion,  as  reflected  in  the  Ontario 
Temperance  Act,  and  to  effectually  curb  that  small  portion  of  its 
membership  still  disposed  to  feel  itself  as  free  to  disregard  the 
same. 

With  this  object  in  view,  the  Council  makes  formal  announce- 
ment, that  hereafter  all  members  of  the  College,  against  Avhom 
court  convictions  are  recorded,  will  be  asked  to  appear  before  its 
Discipine  Committee  to  answer  for  their  conduct. 

Whether  temperance  legislation,  as  such,  and  as  appearing  in 
our  statute  book,  is  wise  or  not,  does  not  enter  into  the  discussion, 
so  far  at  least  as  the  duty  of  the  College  herein  is  concerned.  The 
fact  is,  the  legislation  is  there,  and  the  College  accepts  the  situation 
and  is  earnestly  endeavoring  to  persuade  its  members,  that  it  is 
their  bounden  duty,  in  their  relation  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Act,  to  do  nothing  which  shall  bring  discredit  on  the  College, 
whatever  their  OAvn  personal  and  private  convictions  may  be. 

The  Narcotic  Habit. 

In  his  annual  address,  the  retiring  President,  Dr.  J.  Fenton 
Argue,  placed  the  community  directly  under  tribute,  in  his  timely 
reference  to  the  alarming  prevalence  of  the  practice  now  so  freely 
indulged  in  by  certain  elements  in  the  community  of  resorting  to 
the  daily  use  of  opium  and  narcotic  drugs. 

Living  in  Ottawa,  the  headquarters  of  the  Federal  Department 
of  Health,  and  having  full  and  free  access  to  public  documents  re- 
lating to  the  drug  habit,  the  Doctor  is  singularly  well  qualified  to 
urge  upon  the  profession  the  need  of  honouring  the  demands  of 
the  Opium  and  Narcotic  Drug  Act,  in  a  measure  and  to  a  degree 
commensurate  with  the  earnest  effort  of  the  Department  to  exercise 
over  the  use  of  such  narcotic  drugs  control  so  complete  as  to  vir- 
tually render  it  impossible  for  the  public  to  obtain  them,  otherwise 
than  through  legitimate  prescription. 

As  he  points  out,  it  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  profession,  that 
violations  of  the  Act,  resulting  in  police  court  convictions  of  mem- 
bers of  the  College,  are  comparatively  rare. 

To  make  mere  academic  declaration  that  ''the  times  are  out  of 
joint,"  and  to  let  it  rest  at  that,  falls  far  short  of  meeting  the  ob- 
vious duty  of  the  profession  to  warn  the  public  in  season  and  out 
of  season  against  an  evil,  perpetuation  of  Avhich  must,  in  the  end, 
occasion  infinite  harm  to  the  welfare  of  the  people  as  a  whole. 

Edmund  Burke  said  "the  age  of  chivalry  has  gone."  Apathy 
is  one  of  the  characteristics  of  the  present  time.  The  evident  self- 
complacence,  with  which  the  average  citizen  is  willing  to  permit 
his  fellow  to  assume  burdens  obviouslv  his  own,  l)urdens  involving; 
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solution  of  problenis  directly  affectino:  physical  and  moral  welfare 
of  the  whole  community,  mi<>ht  almost  seem  appealing,  if  it  were 
not  in  actuality  appalling. 

His  attention  drawn  to  the  alarming  extent  to  which  narcotic 
drugs  are  being  used  today,  the  average  citizen  spontaneously, 
rather  than  involuntarily,  exclaims,  just  the  faintest  colouring  of 
righteous  indignation  in  his  utterance,  "why  doesn't  the  Govern- 
ment do  something?"'  His  trend  of  thought  does  not  lead  him  to 
the  point  where  he  can  recognize  personal  responsibility  in  the  situ- 
ation. If  anything  transpires  in  the  day's  happenings  to  focus 
public  attention  on  some  horrible  event,  centred  about  the  use  of 
these  drugs,  he  promptly  expresses  his  regret,  but  at  the  same  time 
quietly  "passes  by  on  the  other  side." 

Tn  the  presence  of  this  callous  personal  indifference  on  the 
part  of  the  normally  constituted  "average  citizen,"  a  paternal 
Government,  through  its  Health  Department,  finds  itself  under 
obligation  to  devise  measures  calculated  to  stamp  out  an  evil  as- 
suming ever  widening  proportions,  and  to  this  end  feels,  that  it 
must  in  the  last  analysis  lean  upon  the  loyalty  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession to  indicate  the  lines  along  which  its  energies  in  this  direc- 
tion must  be  expended. 

There  remains,  therefore,  a  large  and  able-bodied  duty  de- 
volving upon  the  members  of  the  profession,  on  the  one  hand,  to 
educate  the  public,  indicating  to  them  the  dangers  attendant  upon 
the  use  of  these  drugs,  and,  on  the  other,  following  upon  extensive 
and  exhaustive  study  of  the  subject,  to  make  recommendations  to 
the  Government,  upon  which  the  latter  can  base  broad  and  compre- 
hensive plans  for  etfectual  suppression  of  a  trade,  in  defence  of 
which  no  legitimate  argument  can  be  offered,  and  for  emancipation 
of  the  "addict"  from  the  hopeless  degeneracy  to  which  continued 
use  of  narcotic  drugs  will  inevitablv  doom  him. 


College  Lectureships,  Research  Scholarships,  etc. 

For  some  years  Dr.  G.  R.  Gruickshank  (representing  Division 
No.  1  in  the  Council)  has  advocated  the  claims  of  higher  scholar- 
ship to  wider  recognition  by  the  College.  To  him  it  has  ever  seem- 
ed as  a  wholly  natural  conception  that  there  should  be  "continuity 
of  service"  in  the  study  of  the  Art  and  Science  of  ^Medicine,  that 
such  study  should  not  cease  with  "Closing  Exercises"  but  shoula 
find  commanding  place  in  the  daily  aims  and  aspirations  of  lives 
given  over  to  the  noble  task  of  waiting  upon  the  needs  of  suffering 
humanity. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Council,  his  oft  reiterated  views 
met  with  sympathetic  resj)onse,  for  the  Council  appointed  a  special 
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coininittee  to  consider  the  best  means  of  affording'  opportunity  to 
meni])ers  of  the  College,  tied  down  by  the  ceaseless  activities  of 
busy  professional  life,  to  keep  in  touch  with  Avhat  is  an  courant  in 
the  Avorld  of  science  about  tliem.  This  committee  will  study  the 
question  in  the  interval-period  between  the  recent  and  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council,  and  make  report  thereon. 

The  respective  claims  of  research  scholarships,  lectureships  in 
medical  subjects,  post  graduate  addresses  to  County  Societies,  etc., 
will  be  fully  considered  and  appropriate  selection  recommended. 

Physical  Therapy. 

The  teaching  medical  faculties,  ardent  in  their  advocacy  of  the 
merits  of  physical  therapy,  will  view  with  satisfaction  the  action  of 
the  Council  in  asking  its  examiners  in  Medicine  to  set  one  question 
in  the  examination  paper  on  some  feature  of  this  subject.  It  will 
lend  momentum  to  the  eflfort  of  teachers  seeking  to  impress  upon 
their  students  the  value  of  instruction  given  them  in  this  branch, 
and  will  go  far  to  convince  the  latter,  disposed  at  times  to  question 
the  need  for  such  special  instruction,  that  there  is  real  merit  in 
physical  therapy,  as  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  system,  when  the 
latter  affords  appropriate  occasion  for  its  exercise  or  use. 

Denatured  Alcohol. 

After  giving  to  the  question  of  the  kind  of  alcohol  to  be  em- 
ployed for  external  application  lengthy  consideration,  the  Council 
decided  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  License  Commissioners  "that 
specially  denatured  alcohol  for  rubbing  purposes  be  the  only  pre- 
paration sold." 

Criminal  Court  Convictions  affecting  Members  of  the  College. 

During  the  course  of  the  College  year,  two  members  of  the 
profession  were  found  guilty  of  criminal  offences,  one  being  charged 
with  the  offence  of  bigamy,  the  other  with  that  of  committing 
abortion. 

In  criminal  offences,  there  is  no  need  for  disciplinary  action 
on  the  part  of  the  College,  inasmuch  as  the  laAv  requires  that  the 
names  of  those  convicted  shall  be  automatically  removed  from  the 
College  Register.     This  was  done  in  these  two  cases. 

New  Register. 

The  pul)lication  of  a  new  Register  has  been  deferred  for  many 
years,  awaiting  expected  changes  in  the  Ontario  IMedical  Act.  As 
legislation,  embodying  such  changes,  was  not  enacted  at  the  recent 
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meeting  of  the  Legislature,  the  ("oimeil  decided  to  go  on  with  the 
preparation  of  a  Register,  wliieh  will  appear  during  the  course  of 
the  current  Council  year. 

Members  of  the  College  are  asked  to  acquaint  the  Registrar  with 
their  addresses,  with  the  degrees  and  qualifications  held  by  them, 
with  the  names  of  the  Institutions  in  which  these  have  been  acquir- 
ed, and  with  the  date  or  dates  of  the  same. 

Obituary. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  there  passed  away  three  members 
of  the  College,  by  singular  coincidence  all  resident  in  London,  each 
for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Medical  Council,  honoured  with 
the  distinction  of  ])eing  one  time  President  of  the  same. 

Dr.  W.  H.  ^Moorehouse,  of  London,  was  for  a  long  period  of 
time  an  outstanding  figure  in  the  medical  community  of  that  city. 
In  the  Faculty  of  ]\Iedicine  of  the  AYestern  University,  he  occupied 
a  commanding  position.  His  counsels  Avere  sage,  while  his  ever 
kindly  disposition  appealed  to  all. 


Dr.  Colin  T.  Campl)ell,  a  man  sans  peur  et  sans  reproche,  rep- 
resented the  homeopathic  section  of  the  College  in  its  Council  for 
long  years.  He  had  natural  advantages  enjoyed  by  few.  He  was 
a  graceful  speaker,  and  was  happily  possessed  of  a  command  of  the 
English  language,  which  made  him  facile  princeps  in  Council 
debate. 

His  oratorical  gifts  were  such  as  to  qualifv  him  for  political 
distinction.  There  was  indefinable  charm  in  his  manner  and  ad- 
dress, and  his  kindly  expression  and  broad  sympathies  endeared 
him  to  all. 


Dr.  W.  F.  Roome,  was  called  to  rest  in  the  Fall  of  1921.  He 
had  for  many  years  been  a  conspicuous  figure  in  the  life  of  the  city 
of  London.  As  a  practitioner,  he  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  his 
patients  to  a  remarkabe  degree. 

His  activities  were  not  confined  to  his  own  profession,  for  he 
was  honoured  by  his  fellow  citizens  of  ^Middlesex  with  political 
preferment,  and  he  represented  them  for  many  years  in  the  Fed- 
eral House.  He  was  for  a  long  time  a  member  of  the  ^Medical  Coun- 
cil, and  for  one  year  was  its  honoured  President. 

He  was  a  man  of  commanding  presence,  .self-reliant,  cour- 
ageous, and  of  sterling  integrity,  in  every  sense  an  ornament  to  the 
profession  to  which  he  belonged.
